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FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL MEETING

President Chas. A. Krause called the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce to order at 12:00 o'clock, noon, on 
Monday, April 10th, 1916, that hour having been fixed by 
the Board of Directors for holding the Annual Meeting. 

President ICrause made the following address: 

''The time has arrived for holding the Annual Meeting of this Cham- 
ber, and I deaiie to announce that the Board of Directore has deemed 
it advisable, following the custom of more recent years, to cause the an- 
nual reports of the Board of Directors and the Treasurer to be mailed 
to all members, which was done so that they were delivered this morning. 
This was done in order not to interfere with the transaction of business, 
as it would be necessary to do if these lengthy reports were read. 

"In assuming the office of President of the Chamber of Conmierce 
for a second term, I wish to take occasion to express my deep feeling of 
appreciation for the honor done me. 

''I shall use every effort, as I have done in the past, to further the 
interests of the Association and promote the general good and welfare of 
the members as a whole, not with an eye to any particular class or kind 
of business, but having in mind the growth in influence of this Chamber 
of Commerce as an organisation. 

''The Chamber has been in existence nearly sixty years and for the 
past thirty-five years has occupied quarters in this building under lease. 
In a few years the lease will expire and it may be wise, even now, for our 
members to begin thinking of the arrangements that should be made 
for the future, so that when the time comes for closing definitely on some

piopodtion to provide our future home, we shall not have rushed into 
anything hastily or without giving the subject the careful thought it 
deserves. 

"I want to uige, also, a little more volimtary action among the 
members in the matter of committee work, or not so much committee 
wotk perhaps, as the work in connection with special duties assigned to 
members from time to time. 

'ICuch difficulty has been experienced by your President on occa- 
sicms requiring the services of members to represent the Chamber, in 
securing the co-operation that he ought to have. Some giving up of time 
is necessary, to be sure, but your President bespeaks a more cordial spirit 
of co-operation in this direction." 

The President then announced that it had been decided 
to deviate slightly from the usual manner of holding the 
inaugural exercises, and that an informal reception for the 
newly elected officers and directors would be held immediately 
in the Directors' Room.

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Annual Report of the Board of Directors 



Milwaukee, April 7, 1916. 
To THE Members of the Chamber of Commerce 

OF THE CiTT of MiLWATTXEE: 

Gentlemen: 

The following report is respectfully presented to the Association for 
the information of the members as to the affairs of the Chamber during 
the fiscal year ended on April 3d, 1916, such a statement being required 
annually by the Rules: 

The general financial condition of the Chamber of Commerce is 
shown in a summary of the Treasurer's annual report, as follows: 

RECEIPTS: 

Income from all sources $84,250.93 

Funds received in trust 2,204.00 

Balance beginning of fiscal year 43,662 .34 

Total $130,117.27 

DISBURSEMENTS: 

Expenses $90,762.66 

Trust funds disbursed 2,096.00 

Total $92,858.66 

Balance, end of fiscal year $37,258.61 

The above includes income and disbursements in all departments 
of the Chamber — Weighing, Inspection and Sampling, Freight Bureau 
and Publicity— except the Gratuity Fund. 

The Inspection Department finished the year with a comfortable 
balance, but the Weighing Department finances sdiow a deficit of $2,935.10. 
Both these accounts, however, had a balance at the close of the preceding 
year, which more than offset the shortage of 1915-1916 in the Weighing 
Department. 

The Treasurer's report in full, showing sources of income and dis- 
bursements in detail, will be put into printed form and copies sent to all 
members. 

The principal of the Gratuity Firnd remains unchanged from the 
figures of one year ago, viz: $122,500.00 at par value of the securities. 

The amoimt accruing to beneficiaries of the Fund upon the deaths 
of members who died during the year is $2,704.20, or $540.84 to the 
widow or other heirs of each of such members. 
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There were deaths among the membership during the year to the 
number of eight (8), and among these five (5) were qualified for partici- 
pation in the Fund. 

The Annual Report, which will soon be published, will contain a 
complete report of the Trustees, including information as to the manner 
in which the funds are invested 

The membership at the close of the year numbers five hundred and 
sixty-five. 

There were, during the year ended April 3d, 1916, thirty-three mem- 
bers admitted to the Association. In all forty-seven transfers of mem- 
bership were made, thirty-three to newly admitted members and four- 
teen to the class known as ''Additional'' memberships. 

Under the rule adopted in September, 1914, permitting the with- 
drawal of members, and authorising the Board of Directors to pay the 
holder so retiring a per capita 'share of the surplus funds of the Associa- 
tion, nine memberships were cancelled, their holders electing to withdraw 
and accept $70.00 each as their share of the funds. 

During the previous year there were twenty-three withdrawals. 

Two members were expelled from the Association, which, with the 
cancellation of nine, as above stated, decreases the membership limit 
from five hundred eighty-two at the end of the previous year, to five 
hundred seventy-one at the end of the present one. 

The dues per membership for the fiscal year 1916-1917 have been 
fixed by the Board of Directors at $35.00 if paid on or before May 3d, 
1916, or $45.00 if paid after that date. 

The dues upon six memberships for the year ended April 3d, 1916, 
were not paid, and, as provided by the rules, these memberships are for- 
feited to the holders. They will be sold by the^Board of Directors and 
the proceeds, after the deduction of dues, etc., owing to the Association, 
as is also a provision of the rules, will be paid to any creditors there may 
be whose claims are proven b^ore the Board of Arbitration. Any surplus 
remaining after the payment of claims of the Association and of members 
is paid into the Gratuity Fund. 

At the March regular meeting of your Board of Directors the opera- 
tion of the Freight Bureau upon its present basis was continued for one 
year, and Mr. George A. Schroeder was reappointed as Manager. 

Among the important matters which have claimed the attention 
of the Freight Bureau, the following may be mentioned: Adjustment of 
switching charges at Milwaukee on grain delivered to connecting lines; 
prevention of proposed advanced lake-and-rail rates on grain products 
to points in eastern trunk line territory; more favorable transit arrange- 
ments on grain from points on foreign lines; simplification of transit 
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accounts and recording of freight bills; establishment of through grain 
rates from Southwestern territory to Milwaukee on the Chicago basis; 
continuation of package freight service via the Great Lakes. 

The report of the Freight Bureau Manager wiU be published in the 
forthcoming Annual 

The Publicity Committee has carried on its work begun four years 
ago and has continued the publication of the monthly "Doings In Grain 
At Milwaukee/' 

The publication year closed with the January, 1016 issue, with a sur- 
plus of $67.50. 

Your Board of Directors believes this to be a valuable medium of 
publicity to the Milwaukee market, and commends the loyal support given 
it by the members. 

An amendment to the rules was recommended by your Board and 
was adopted by the Association as follows: 

Rule 32, Section 6, advancing the rate of commission for 
receiving and selling com on arrival, from H cent to % cent 
per bushel to non-members. 

Other amendments, vis: Rule 4, Section 29, Rule 12, Section 11, 
and Rule 32, Section 11, providing for the licensing of traveling solicitors; 
and Rule 10, Section 2, relating to the inspection of grain cargoes, were 
Hot adopted. 

Delegates representing this Chamber attended meetings of: 

The Grain Dealers' National Association, at Peoria, HI., 
in October, 1016. 

The Great Lakes Waterways Conference, at Detroit, Mich., 
in October, 1916. 

The International Trade Conference, at New York City, 
in December, 1916. 

The Council of Grain Exchanges, at Chicago, III., in Janu- 
ary, 1916. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the United States, at Wash- 
ington, D. C, in February, 1916. 

Among the National organizations, there is none which your Board 
of Directors regards as being of greater importance and meaning more 
to the commercial future of this country than the Chamber of Commerce 
of the U. S. A. 

During the past year the National Chamber has submitted to its 
membership four Referenda, vis: 

No. 9— On the Upbuilding of the American Merchant 
Marine. ' 
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No. 10 — On the Bureau of Foreign Commeroe and the 
Ckmsular Service. 

No. 11 — On the Economic Results of the War and Amer- 
ican Business. 

No. 12— On the Seamen's Act. 

There is not sufficient space in this report to set forth in full the 
▼ote of your Board <ni these questions, but they will be treated at length 
in the Annual Report. 

The general volume of business, while not so laige as during the 
year immediately preceding, was still, with that one exception, the 
greatest in our history. 

The total receipts of all kinds of grain for the calendar year 1915 
were 70,148,510 bushels. 

Receipts for the crop year to the beginning of the present fiscal 
year of the Chamber of Ckmmierce, were 50,581,695 bushels, as compared 
with 53,771,023 bushels for the corresponding period one year ago.

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Report of the Trustees of the Gratuity rund 
to the Board of Directors 



Milwaukee, April 6, 1916. 



To THE BOABD OF DIRECTOB8 OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMSRCB 
OF THE CiTT OF BIiLWATTKEB: 

The Trustees of the Gratuity Fund respectfully submit herewith 
the report upon the matters connected with the Gratuity Fund for the 
fiscal year April 5, 1915, to April 3, 1916: 

The net income from the Fund was $4,927.02, and the average an- 
nual number of deaths of participating members for the past ten (10) 
years, is 9.11. The amount payable upon the death of each of the par- 
ticipating members is $540.84, requiring the sum of $2,704.20 to pay the 
gratuities accruing upon the deaths of five (5) participating members. 
This amount is less than the net income by $2,222.82, which added to the 
siuplus remaining at the end of the previous fiscal year, $706.80, makes 
a total of $2,929.62 as the surplus or reserve fund remaining at the end 
of the past year. 

Including the amount accruing upon the deaths of members during 
the past year, $186,551.52 have been paid to beneficiaries of the Gratuity 
Fund since its establishment in 1880. 

In May, 1915, $7,000.00 Chicago Sc St. Louis R. R. bonds matured 
and were paid, and the proceeds were invested in Commonwealth Edison 
5% 1st mortgage bonds, due June 1, 1943. 

The net income, dividends, number of deaths, net principal at par 
values and reserve in each year since the Gratuity Fund was estabtished, 
are shown in the following statement, and the report of the Treasurer 
showing the list of securities owned and the condition of the Fund on 
April 3, 1916, is attached.

BALLOTS OF THE MILWAUKEE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
ON REFERENDA SUBMITTED 



Four Referenda submitted by the Chamber of Commerce of the U. S. 
A., were passed upon by the Board of Directors of this Chamber during 
its fiscal year, having first been referred to a standing committee created 
for the purpose, and being finally acted upon by the Board. 

The subjects of these Referenda and the ballot on each are shown 
herewith: 

REFERENDUM No. 9 

On the Report of the Special Committee of the Chamber on the 
Upbuilding of the Merchant Marine: 

The subject was proposed in four questions in Ballot No. 1 : 

1. Do you favor the Government undertaking the purchase, construc- 

tion, or charter of vessels for mercantile purposes, together with 
the operation of such vessels? 

2. Do you favor ownership of merchant vessels by the government, 

but with operation by private parties under leases? 

3. Do you favor subsidies from the Government sufficient to offset the 

difference in cost between operation of vessels under the American 
Flag and operation in the same deep-sea trades under foreign 
flags? 

4. Do you favor subventions from the Government to establish regular 

mail and freight lines under the American flag to countries in 
which the conmiercial interests of the United States are important, 
and to American dependencies? 

The Board of Directors cast the ballot for this Chamber in the nega- 
tive on Questions No. 1 and No. 2, and in the affirmative on Questions 
No. 3 and No. 4. 

The matter was further treated in a report of a Special Committee 
of the National Chamber, Ballot No. 2, divided into five heads: 
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1. Hie Committee recommends the creation of a federal shipping board 

to investigate and report to Congress regarding the navigation 
laws and to have full jiirisdictiony under the law, in all matters 
pertaining to over-sea transportation. 

2. The Conmiittee recommends that the Government subscribe to the 

entire stock of a marine development company with a capital of 
thirty million dollars, this company to have authority for seven 
years to lend, under supervision of the Federal Shipping Board, 

upon the security of first mortgages on merchant vessels, taking 
as evidence of this indebtedness bonds which bear a fair rate of 
interest and contain provisions for amortisation, the development 
company to guarantee the bonds as to principal and interest and 
sell them to the public. 

3. The Committee recommends that the Ocean Bfail Law of 1891 be 

amended by lowering the speed for first-class steamers from twenty- 
to sixteen knots, and for second-class steamers from sixteen to 
twelve knots, and by making the compensation adequate to permit 
the establishment of lines of steamships carrying both mail and 
freight. 

4. The Conmiittee recommends that there should be legislation abolish- 

ing deferred rebates and providing for supervision of rates by the 
Federal shipping board, with requirements for filing with the 
Board schedules of rates and all agreements among oversea lines. 

5. The Committee recommends that Federal licenses should be taken 

out by lines, domestic and foreign, engaged in shipping between 
ports of the United States and other countries. 

The ballot was cast as favoring all five reconmiendations. 

l^EFERENDUM No. 10 

Ob the Second Report of the Special Committee of the Chamber on the 

Department of Commerce Concemlof the Bureau of Foreign 

and Domestic Commerce and the Consular Service: 

The ballot of this Chamber of Conmieroe was cast in favor of the 
report of the Special Committee containing the following recommendations: 

A. The Washington Headquarters of the Bureau: An increase in staff 
and appropriations for administration, editorial work, collecting 
and translating foreign tariffs, distributing information, research 
and translation, correspondence, and handling files, supplies, etc. 
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B. The Field Service of Bureau Generally: Appointment of a director 

of the field service and enlai^ged appropriations, with separate 
appropriations for collection and exploitation of samples, geograph- - 
ical experts at Washington, distribution of American literature 
abroad, adequacy in reimbursement for traveling expenses abroad, 
and allowances for living expenses abroad. 

C. The Field Service of Bureau in Latin America: Increased appropri- 

ations for immediate and special investigations. 

D. Commercial Attaches: Appointment of five new commercial attaches 

and distinction between attaches and trade commissioners. 

E. Trade Commissioners: Creation of the new position of trade com- 

missioner and appointment of commissioners to at least six coun- 
tries abroad. 

F. District Offices of Bureau: Continuance of the present eight branch 

offices imder new appropriations. 

G. Civil Service in Bureau's Field Service: Appointment and promo- 

tion of members of the field service in accordance with the Civil 
Service Law. 

H. The Consular Service: Americanization, adequate clerical assist- 
ance, elevation of eleven consular agencies to consulates and es- 
tablishment of fifteen consulates where there are now no American 
consular representatives of any sort, and more adequate and 
frequent inspection of consular offices. 

I. Statistics of Internal Commerce: Renewal of the earlier publication 
of these statistics by the Bureau, with adequate appropriations. 

REFERENDUM No. 11 

On the Report of the Special Committee on Economic Results of 
the War and American Business: 

The ballot of this Chamber was cast as in favor of these reconmien- 
dations: 

1. The Committee recommends action to secure conferences among 

neutral cotmtries, on the initiative of the United States, for the 
purpose of defining and enunciating rules which will at all times 
give due protection to life and property upon the high seas. 

2. The Committee recommends that for the decision of questions which 

arise between nations and which can be resolved upon the i^pli- 
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cation of establiBhed rules or upon a detennination of facts the 
United States should take the initiative in joining with other 
nations in establishing an International Court. 

3. The Committee recommends that for consideration of quest' ons 

which arise between nations and which do not depend upon es- 
tablished rules or upon facts which can be determined by an Inter- 
national Court the United States should take the initiative in join- 
ing with other nations in establishing a Coimcil of Conciliation. 

6. The Committee recommends that the United States should take the 
initiative in establishing the principle of frequent international 
conferences at expressly stated intervals for the progressive amend- 
ment of international law. 

This Chamber was opposed to these: 

4. The Committee reconmiends that the United States should take the 

initiative in joining with other nations in agreeing to bring con- 
certed economic pressure to bear upon any nation or nations which 
resort to military measures without submitting their differences 
to an International Court or a Cotmcil of Conciliation, and await- 
ing the decision of the Court or the recommendation of the Council, 
as circumstances make the more appropriate. 

5. The Committee recommends that the United States take the initia- 

tive in joining with other nations in agreeing to use concerted mili- 
tary force in the event that concerted economic pressure exercised 
by the signatory nations is not sufficient to compel nations which 
have proceeded to war to desist from military operations and 
submit the questions at issue to an International Court or a Council 
of Conciliation, as circumstances make the more appropriate. 

REFERENDUM No. 12 
On the Report of the Special Committee on the Seamen's Act. 

The ballot of this Chamber was cast as favoring the followmg recom- 
mendations: 

No. 1. The Committee recommends that Congress should be asked to 
suspend at once Sections 4, 13, and 14, of the Seamen's Act, which 
discriminate against American ports and American ships, and 
which are restrictive of American Commerce, until such time as 
by international agreement the requirements of these sections 
can become equally applicable to the shipping of all nations. 
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No. 2. The Committee recommends that the sections of the Seamen's 
Act dealing with deserters should be repealed as to foreign vessels, 
and that the State Department should seek to have arrest and 
imprisonment of seamen for desertion abolished by other nations. 

No. 3. The Committee recommends that Congress should be asked to 
request the President to withdraw at once the notices the United 
States has given regarding abrogation <^ treaties. 

No. 4. The Committee recommends that a Federal Shipping Board 
should be created. 

The count of ballots at the National Chamber's headquarters gave 
the general result on all Referenda, except No. 11, as coinciding with the 
ballots cast by this Chamber. 

In Referendum No. 11 the general result was the adoption of all 
six recommendations.

The following report in detail covers many subjects which were 
handled by the Freight Bureau during the past year. 

In addition to those named, there are a number of other unsettled 
transportation problems affecting oujt members, which will undoubtedly 
be satisfactorily adjusted within due course of time. 

New conditions are constantly arising, producing changes in either 
the rates, rules or regulations of the carriers and these require careful 
watching cm the part of the Freight Bureau, in order that the shippers' 
interests are fully protected. 

It also becomes necessary, whenever members of this Association 
have been damaged by the payment of unjust overcharges or through the 
establishment of unreasonable rates, to prepare and file with either the 
State or the Interstate Commerce Commission, formal complaints cover- 
ing requests for reparation or the fixing of reasonable rates or regulations. 

PROPOSED ADVANCES IN LAKE-AND-RAIL 
RATES ON GRAIN PRODUCTS 

Diuing the early part of 1915, the lake-and-rail lines published new 
tariffs proposing to make the same advances in rates on grain products 
and grain by-products from Milwaukee to points in eastern trunk line 
territory as had been granted to the all-rail carriers in the Eastern Five 
Per Cent Advance Rate Case. The Commission had distinctly stated 
in the all-rail decision that no advances were to be made in the lake-and- 
rail rates. A formal petition was filed with the Conmiission requesting 
a suq)6nsion of the higher rates, which was complied with. 

Extended hearings were held covering the rate situation, not only 
from BiOwaukee, but also all competing points, and finally on December 
30, 1915, the Commission issued its decision to the effect that the carriers 
had not justified the proposed advances in rates. The result was that 
during the entire season of navigation the rates charged were the same as 
applied during the previous year. 
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PROPOSED ADVANCES IN EXPORT RATES ON GRAIN 

AND GRAIN PRODUCTS TO ATLANTIC 

SEABOARD PORTS. 

In April, 1915, the eastern all-rail carriers published tariffs on grain 
and grain products, for export, in which it was proposed to make some 
slight additional advances in the rates from Milwaukee and other points 
to Atlantic seaboard ports, which had ah^ady been previously advanced 
under the decision in the Eastern Five Per Cent Rate Case. 

Upon protests from this and other markets, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission suspended these tariffs and hearings were subsequently 
lield. 

Under date of December 14, 1915, the Commission rendered its de- 
cision to the effect that the carriers had not justified the proposed increased 
rates and the tariffs were canceled. 

The carriers subsequently filed applications for a reopening and re- 
hearing of this case, which were granted, but up to this time no further 
hearings have been held. 

ABSORPTION OF SWITCHING CHARGES 

The Milwaukee Road was authorised by the Interstate Commerce 
Conmuasion to advance its interchange or reciprocal switching rate at 
Milwaukee on interstate shipments of grain, grain products and other 
commodities, to one cent per hundred potmds, minimum weight 60,000 
pounds per car, effective February 9, 1915. 

The Northwestern Road at first declined to absorb this higher switch- 
ing charge on grain arriving via its line for delivery to industries located 
on the Milwaukee road, and issued a tariff authorising the absorption of 
only $3.00 per car, the balance to be paid in addition to the line haul 
chaiges. Also that when such interstate shipments are granted a western 
transit privilege, they would not absorb any part of the switching charges 
in either direction. 

This situation was very imsatisf actoiy to the Milwaukee grain market 
and it was found necessary to file a formal complaint with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for the purpose of securing a proper adjustment 
of this matter. 

As the result of various conferences with the officials of the North- 
western Road, and b^ore any hearing was held by the Conmiission in 
the formal petition which had been filed, it was agreed on the part of the 
railway company to issue new tariffs whereby the full switching chaige 
would be absorbed on all grain delivered to industries located on the 
Milwaukee Road, and that, when such interstate shipments are granted 
a western transit privilege, the railway will absorb the switching chfu^ge 
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for the first deliveiy on shipments paying ten cents per himdred, or over, 
but will not absorb the switching ohaige for the return movement. This 
arrangement became effective July 17, 1915. 

MINIMUM WEIGHTS ON EX-LAKE GRAIN 

During the early part of last year, the lines east of Buffalo put into 
effect on ex-lake shipments of grain, higher minimums than governed on 
all-rail shipments from the west. This matter was taken up personally 
with the executive officials at New York, and as a result the mlnimums 
on ex-lake grain were reduced on July 1, 1915, to the same basis as ap- 
plied on all-rail shipments. 

PROPOSED ADVANCES IN RATES TO 
POINTS IN ILLINOIS 

For many years the railway companies have been applying the Illi- 
nois Classification in connection with class rates on freight from Milwaukee 
to points in Illinois, such classification making lower ratings than the 
Western C3assification which governs in all other territory. 

An attempt was made to cancel the application of the Illinois Classi- 
fication on and after October 1, 1915, and substitute the Western Classi- 
fication instead. As this would make higher charges than apply on ship- 
ments from Qiicago, and as some of o\u: members would be seriously 
affected on less than carload shipments to Illinois points by the proposed 
change, this Freight Bureau joined in a petition filed by the traffic depart- 
ment of the Merchants and Manufacturers Association, with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission requesting a suspension of the proposed 
change. 

The Commission suspended the new tariffs whereupon the railway 
companies applied for and obtained pennission to cancel such tariffs 
on short notice and the old basis of rates have continued to remain in 
force. 

GRAIN SCREENINGS BETWEEN MILWAUKEE 
AND CHICAGO 

For a long period a difference of opinion existed as to the correct 
rate to be applied under published tariffs on shipments of grain screenings, 
in carloads, between Milwaukee and Chicago, the railway officials claiming 
that a rate of four cents per hundred pounds should be chaiged, the same 
as applies on grain products, in carloads, whereas this Bureau contended 
that the rate should not exceed three cents per hundred pounds, the same 
as applies on grain. The matter was finally adjusted by the issuance of 
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supplements to the tariffs naming a specific rate of three craits per hundred 
pounds on grain screemngs, subject to the same minimum weights as apply 
on oats. 

HANDLING FREIGHT BILLS FOR TRANSIT 
ACCOUNT 

An important change was made by the Transit Bureau, in the record- 
ing of freight bills for transit privileges, effective July 1, 1915. 

Under the new system shippers are not compelled to designate, at 
the time of recording freight biUs, whether same are to be used under 
the western or eastern transit rules, as heretofore, but will only do this 
when making the outbound shipments. In adjusting the quarterly transit 
accounts, shippers will have to fill out but one statement covering both 
eastern and western transit freight bills, which will materially simplify 
the handling of such accounts. 

PROPOSED ADVANCES IN TRANSIT RATES 
SUSPENDED BY THE COMMISSION 

The Milwaukee and Northwestern roads during July, 1915, issued 
supplements to their transit tariffs which provided tiiat when grain pro- 
ducts are forwarded from the transit station, the rate to be applied would 
be the balance of the wheat rate applying from original point of shipment 
to final destination. 

This would mean that barley, malted in transit, or coarse grain, 
milled in transit, would be subject to the through rates on wheat instead 
of the rates on coarse grain. 

For example: At present a maltster can take barley from Blason 
aty, Iowa, and malt it in transit for Qiicago on the through rate apply- 
ing on barley of thirteen and one-half cents per himdred pounds. Under 
the proposed change the maltster would have to pay one and one-half 
cents per hundred pounds for the transit privilege as the wheat rate is 
fifteen cents, or one and one-half cents higher than the barley rate. 

The same would be true as to com or oats milled in transit. From 
the largest part of the western territory the wheat rates are from one 
to two cents per himdred pounds higher than the coarse grain rates and 
this difference would have to be paid at the transit point. A formal 
complaint was filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission before 
these new supplements became effective and the Commission suspended 
the application of same. 

This case has not been finally disposed of. 
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TRANSIT RATES OH BARLEY FROM POINTS ON THE C^ ST. 
P. M. ft 0. RY. FOR MALTING AT MILWAUKEE 

For many yean the policy of the Chicago, St. Paul, Miimeapolls 
ft Omaha Ry. was to charge an arbitrary of two and one-half cents per 
hundred pounds over the direct through rate for 8t<^)ping in transit ship- 
ments of barley to be malted at Milwaukee and the product to be shipped 
to Qiicago or points taking same rates, notwithstanding that competing 
lines made no extra charge for such transit privilege. 

After considerable pressure the C, St. P., 3iL ft O. Ry. on September 
25, 1915, amended its tariffs permitting shipments of barley from points 
cm its lines in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa and South Dakota to be stopped 
in transit at Milwaukee on basis of the direct throu^ rate to final desti- 
nation, thus eliminating the additional arintrary for the malting priv- 
ilege. 

TRANSIT RATES ON COARSE GRAIN FROM POINTS IN MON- 
TANA ON THE MILWAUKEE ROAD 

After the Puget Sound Line of the Milwaukee Road was built, tariffs 
were issued covering through rates and transit privileges in connection 
Uierewith which were on a hig^r basis than applied on the main system. 

The railway company was prevailed upon to amend its transit tariff 
to permit shipments of coarse grain coming from pdnts on its line in 
Montana to be stopped at Milwaukee without an extra charge. 

Previously a charge of two cents per hundred poimds over the direct 
through rate was applied. 

TRANSIT PRIVILEGES ON GRAIN FROM POINTS IN WASH- 
INGTON, OREGON AND IDAHO 

The throu^ rates on grain from points in Washingtcm, Oregon and 
Idaho, on the North^n Pacific Ry. and its connections, were reduced, 
in the early fall of last year, to both Milwaukee and Chicago, to the same 
basis of rates as applied to Minneapolis. This resulted in a movement 
of certain quantities of barley to the Milwaukee market but it was found 
that no transit privileges were provided for at Milwaukee under these 
through rates. The loatter was taken up with both the Milwaukee and 
Northwestern roads and the tariffs of these roads were promptly amended 
authorising the usual milling, malting and other transit privileges in con- 
nection with such shipments. 
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MILLING PRIVILEGE AT MILWAUKEE ON GRAIN FROM MIS- 
SOURI RIVER POINTS VIA THE MILWAUKEE ROAD 

For the purpose of enabling millers at Milwaukee to compete with 
other markets, the Milwaukee Road amended its transit tariff on Jan- 
uary 15, 1916, authorizing the milHng-in-transit privilege at Milwaukee 
in c<mnection with the proportional rates applying on grain from Bfis- 
souri River points to Chicago.. 

TRANSIT PRIVILEGES ON GRAIN FOR 
PEORIA, ILL. 

Several years ago the Interstate Conmieroe Commission approved 
the withdra^Knod of the transit privilege at Milwaukee which had previously 
been in effect on shipments of coarse grain from Minneapolis via the Omaha 
and Northwestern roads on the direct proportional rate to Peoria, IlL 
Since that time, these roads reinstated for the maltsters a transit privilege 
on barley from Minneapolis and the malt shipments to Peoria, on basis 
of 2^ cents per hundred poimds above the direct proportional rate of 
lyi cents per hundred pounds. 

After repeated requests the Northwestern road consented to an ex- 
tension of this privilege to apply on shipments of com, rye, oats or barley, 
to be stored, cleaned, mixed, milled or malted at Milwaukee, and the grain 
or products thereof to be shipped to Peoria, 111., on basis of 2|^ cents 
per hundred pounds above the direct proportional rate of 7|^ cents from 
Minneapolis to Peoria, to become effective December 27, 1915. 

RATES ON DRIED BEET PUILP FROM PONTS IN WISCONSIN 
TO MILWAUKEE 

For many years the railways in Wisconsin had in effect distance 
tariffs naming special rates on sugar beets, sugar beet pulp and other 
sugar beet factory refuse, in carloads. 

During July, 1915, the roads issued new tariffs advancing the rates 
on shipments of dried sugar beet pulp to fifty per cent over the rates ap- 
plying on wet pulp or other sugar beet refuse. 

These higher rates seriously interfered with the marketing <^ dried 
sugar beet pulp at Milwaukee and for reshipment to eastern markets, 
and it was found necessary to file a formal complaint with the Railroad 
Commission of Wisconsin in order to secure a hearing and investigation of 
such rates. 

Under date of December 15, 1915, the Commission rendered its de- 
cision ordering the carriers to cancel the higher rates and substitute in 
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lieu ihexeoi a schedule of specified distance rates which, in no case, exceeded 
the rates on wet beet pulp or other sugar beet refuse by more than twenty- 
five per cent. 

GRAIN RATES FROM POINTS ON THE GREAT NORTHERN 

RAILWAY IN MONTANA AND IDAHO 

TO MILWAUKEE 

On December 1, 1915, the Great Northern Ry. published a tariff 
naming rates on grain from points in Montana and Idaho to Minneapolis 
and Duluth, with a provision that all through rates carried in tariff I. C. C. 
Na A-3720 to Milwaukee would be canceled on and after January 10, 
1916. The through rates to Milwaukee are based on 73^ cents per hundred 
pounds above the local rates to Minneapolis. 

While the proposed cancellation would not change the prevailing 
through rates on coarse grain, it would result in an advance of 2}j cents 
per hundred poimds in the rates on wheat. 

Request for suspension of the proposed cancellation of the published 
through rates to Milwaukee was filed with the Interstate Conmierce Com- 
mission and this resulted in a withdrawal of the new tariff filed by the 
Great Northern Ry. and no change in through rates was made effective. 

MILWAUKEE SWITCHING RATES 

Several hearings were held by the Railroad Comnussion of Wisconsin, 
during the past year, in the application of the Milwaukee road to be 
permitted to advance its industrial switching rate at Milwaukee to 1^ 
cents per himdred pounds, minimum weight 50,000 pounds, or 60,000 
pounds, according to the location of the various industries, in lieu of the 
present rate of 1 cent per hundred pounds, and also its application to 
chazge a reciprocal or interchange switching rate of 1 cent per himdred 
pounds, minimum weight 60,000 poimds per car, on intrastate shipments 
switched to or from the Northwestern road, in lieu of the present rate of 
12.00 to $3.00 per car, according to the location of the industry. 

Considerable testuncmy was presented at these hearings, on behalf 
of the members of this Association, showing the injiiry that would result 
to the milling, malting and grain trade of Milwaukee, if these advanced 
switching charges are permitted to become effective. In addition to the 
testimony presented, an extended legal brief on behalf of the shippers of 
Milwaukee was prepared by special counsel and filed with the Commission 
to prove the unreasonableness of the Milwaukee Road's application. 

No formal decision has so far been rendered by the Commission. 
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FREIGHT CHARGES ON HAY TO BE ASSESSED ON BASIS OF 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WAGON SCALE WEIGHTS 

During the past year considerable trouble was caused by the railway 
companies inosting upon collection of freight charges on shipments of 
hay received at Milwaukee, on basis of track-scale weights, which, in many 
cases, varied greatly with the unloading weights obtained on the Chamber 
of Commerce wagon scales. This matter was taken up with the officials 
of the railway companies and finally on Februaiy 22, 1916, the District 
Superintendent of the Western Weighing and Inspection Bureau at 
Milwaukee called a meeting of all the local freight agents in this city and 
stated that the carriers weie willing to enter into an arrangement with 
the Chamber of Commerce for the acceptance of freight charges based on 
Chamber of Commerce wagon scale weights, provided that the official 
certificates issued by the weighers will also show the number of bales, 
or parts of bales, of hay left in the car and not weighed. It was agreed 
that, in addition to the wei^ts obtained on the wagon scales an esti- 
mated weight of one hundred pounds per bale would be used by the rail- 
ways for the hay left in cars, when ame s sing freight charges. The new 
arrangement be(»me effective March 1, 1916. 

PROPOSED NEW UNIFORM BILL OF LADING 

Because of the various questions which have arisen through the 
application of the Cummins Amendment to the Commerce Act, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, on its own initiative, has been holding further 
hearings at different points in respect to the matter of a proposed new 
form of uniform bill of lading. 

On January 31 and February 1, 1916, committees of the various 
grain mariiete met in conjunction with a committee of the National In- 
dustrial Traffic League, at Chicago, and formulated their ideas as to the 
various provisions tJiat should be made a part of the new bill of lading 
and eliminated as many <^ the provisions in the present bill of lading as 
appeared to be illegal 

The result of this woric was submitted to the Interetate Conuneroe 
Commission at a hearing which was held at Qiieago on February 2, 1916. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, the Examiner for the Commission ex- 
pressed the desirability of representatives of the shippers and carriers 
holding a jomt conference for the purpose of considering the various pro- 
posals of bill of lading rules which have been presented at the different 
bearings. Such conference was held at Washington on April 10th, at 
which time the entire matter was again considered and the result placed 
in the hands of the Commission for its final decision. 
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DIVORCEMENT OF LAKE^ND-RAIL LINES 

On May 7, 1915, the Interstate Commeroe Commission rendered 
its decision upon the i4>plication of certain eastern railroads under the 
Panama Canal Act for an extension of time during which their interest 
in and operation of certain boat lines plying on the great lakes might be 
continued. The Commission held that none of the several existing speci- 
fied services by water is being operated in the interest of the public or is 
of advantage to the convenience or commerce of the people within the 
meaning of the act, and that an extension of the respective interests of 
the petitioners therein will prevent, exclude and reduce competition on 
the great lakes. The application of each petitioner was denied, effective 
December 5, 1915. 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad was the first carrier to apply for a reopen- 
mg and rehearing on its application for a continuation of its lake service, 
and on October 9, 1915, this Bureau filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission an intervening petition in support of the application made 
by the Lehigh Valley Raikoad. On October 23, 1915, the Commission 
listened to the arguments of the various parties to this proceeding and 
on December 13th dismissed the petition. The Lehigh Valley Raihroad 
thereupon filed in the United States Court at Philadelphia a bill for an 
injunction against the order of the Interstate Commeroe Conmiission 
and this was subsequently granted. On March 20, 1916, the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad restored the through lake-and-rail rates via the Lehigh 
Valley Transportation Company, between Milwaukee and points in east- 
em trunk line territory, on the same basis as was in effect at close of navi- 
gation last season. 

In addition to the action taken by the Lehigh Valley Railroad a 
petition, signed by nearly two hundred commercial organizations, firms 
and individuals, was filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
requesting a reopening of the general lake divorcement case for further 
hearing and investigation. 

On November 23, the Commission issued its decision that said peti- 
tion be denied. They made no Endings of fact and gave no reasons for 
their order. 

It was later developed that W. J. Connors of Buffalo, N. Y. had 
conceived the idea of forming an independent steamship company of all 
the package freight carrying boats on the great lakes and was making 
preparations accordingly. It has since been officially announced that the 
Great Lakes Transit Company has been organised and will operate the 
boats formerly controlled by the Western Transit Company, Anchor Line, 
Mutual Transit Company and Erie Railroad Lake Line. 
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On March 20, 1916, the Grand Trunk Railway Company, of Canada, 
owners of the Canada-Atlantic Transit Company, which operated its 
vessels on the Great Lakes between Milwaukee and Chicago and Depot 
Harbor, on Geoipan Bay, Canada, petitioned the Interstate Commerce 
Conmiission for a reopening and rehearing on its application for a continua- 
tion of its lake service with a view of obtaining a modification of the Com- 
mission's order of May 7, 1915, as will permit the continuance of such 
lake service. 

A petition on behalf of this Chamber of Commerce was also filed 
with the Commission asking that it may be allowed to intervene in this 
case and present testimony and argument in support of the petition filed 
by the Grand Trunk Railway Company. 

The Commission thereupon issued its decision, vacating and setting 
aside its order of May 7, 1915, in the case of the Canada-Atlantic Transit 
Company, and the proceeding is reopened for such further hearing as the 
Commission may hereafter direct. 

The Canada-Atlantic Transit Co. has restored its through lake-and- 
rail rates between Milwaukee and eastern points as were in effect at the 
close of navigation last season. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OP THE SUPERVISORS Or 
GRAIN INSPECTION AND WEIGHING 



to tbe boabd of directors of ths 
Chamber of Commerce: 

The Supervisors of Grain Inspection and Weighing have, during 
the past year, directed their efforts towards maintaining a high class service 
in the sampling, inspection and weighing of the grain that is received at 
and shipped from the Milwaukee market. 

At the beginning of the year, a general but moderate increase in 
salaries in both departments was recommended to your Board of Direc- 
tors, and was approved. 

It has been the aim of the Committee to make the compensation of 
employes of these departments such as to attract a good class of men, 
and in various ways a constant effort has been made to improve and 
raise the standard ci the service. 

The equipment of the Inspection Department has been added to 
whenever the opportimity appeared to expedite the carrying on of the 
business, and the Weigher and Inspector have, from time to time, upon 
the recommendation of the Supervisors, visited other markets for the 
gathering of information in their respective lines of duty. 

The Weighing Department, following a line of policy adopted many 
years ago, employs a number of track men to guard against the stealing 
of grain from cars standing on track and to correct other irregularities 
that may be detected; also to examine cars for leakage. This is a service 
to the shipper which is probably not fully appreciated, because it is not 
generally known to how great an extent the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce is safeguarding the interests of those who entrust their property 
to the dealers in the Milwaukee market. 

This policing of the imloading yards of the railroad companies is 
the greater part of the expense of the wagon scale weighing service, but 
it seems to be necessary in order to insure accurate weights, for experi- 
ence has proven that the railroads do not provide adequate protection 
to grain cars in tenninals. 

The financial condition of the Weighing and Inspection Depart- 
ments is shown by the following statement of the receipts and disburse- 
ments for the fiscal year:

During the year there were six cases of appeal to the Supervisors, 
in which the Inspector was sustained in five and the grading changed in 
one. 

Reinspections were called on nine hundred and six cars. 
Original inspections were sustained in five hundred and thirty-five 
of these cases and changed in three hundred and seventy-one. Of these 
changed in^)ectionSy two himdred and eighty-one were to a higher grade 
and in only ninety were the grades lowered. 

The foUowing is a statement of the number of cars loaded and un- 
loaded at the various elevators and manufacturing plants during the 
year, and a comparison with five preceding years:

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INSPECTION rCCS 
GRAIN 

The fees for the inspection of grain have been fixed by the Board of 
Directors as follows: 

For inspecting grain from railroad cars on track, including moisture 
test on com and furnishing sample, 40c per car load. 

For inspecting grain from elevators into railroad cars, 25o per car 
load. 

For inspecting grain from elevators into vessels, 25c per 1,000 bushels. 

For inspecting grain by sample in bulk, 25c per car load. 

For inspecting grain by sample in bags, Ho per bag. 

For inspecting grain from wagons, 15c per wagon load. 

For inspecting grain from elevators into wagons, 10c per wagon load. 

For sampling grain and furnishing sample, 15c per car. 

For sampling grain where no inspector is stationed, 30c per car. 

For sampling screenings, 40c per car load. 

For testing grain for moisture, 25c per car, except that on test for 
original inspection no charge is made. 

For re-inspection when original inspection is sustained, 25c per car 
load. 

rUlX SCCD— RULE XXVII 

SscnoN 12. The fees for inspecting and certifying flax seed shall be 
as follows: 

For each car or part car in bulk or in bags, 75c; for each 1,000 bushels 
from elevator or warehouse to lake transportation, 75c. 



RMULATIONS 



The following regulations have been established by the 
Supervisors of Grain Inspection and Weighing for the admin- 
istration of the Grain Inspection Department: 

All persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly report 
to the Chief Inspector in writing all attempts to defraud the system of 
grain inspection estabUshed by the rules of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and all instances where warehousemen shall deliver or attempt to deUver 
grain of a lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt. 

They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of receivov 
or shippers of grain, or any other person interested therein, to instruct 
or in any improper way to influence the action or opinion of any Inspector 
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in the discharge of his duty; and the Ghlel Inspector shall report all such 
cases to the Supervisors oi Qrain Inspeetion and Weig^iing. 

Failure to report for duty unless properly excused, will be deemed a 
surrender of the position held by the absentee, and no compensation will 
be allowed for days so absent. 

Deputy Inspectors, Chief Samplers and Helpers are especially instruc- 
ted to use all due care in cases where it becomes necessary to remove 
boards to obtain ingress into oars in order to properly inspect or sample 
the grain in such cars, to replace all such boards removed, in such a man- 
ner as to prevent leakage or waste ci grain from cars. It will be the duty 
of all Inspectors and Chief Samplers to make a record of defective and leaky 
condition ci cars and grain doors and to report the same to the Chief Grain 
Inspector on blanks especiaUy inrepared, showing the location of leakage 
and such other information as would be of service to the receiver and the 
shipper of grain. 

Samplers shall seal all cars immediately after sampling, with Cham- 
ber oi Commerce private seal, ^diich shall be inspected by Chamber of 
Commerce Weigher at time of unloading, and if found to be broken, record 
shall be made of the fact. 

The inspection of all grain loaded out for shipment shall be super- 
vised by three inspectors. 

EVENING WORK. 

Inspectors stationed at elevators will, when necessary to complete 
the cargo or shipment upon which they may be engaged, remain on duty 
after regular hours and as late in the evening as they can see to inspect 
grain safely. 

WET WEATHER AND DARKNESS. 

No Inspector stationed at an elevator is authorised to inspect out of 
store after dark or in wet weather, except on receipt, personally or through 
the office of the Chief Inspector, of an order written upon the printed 
blanks furnished by the Department, filled and signed by the owner of 
the grain or his autiiorized agent, relieving such Inspector of all responsi- 
bility for damage which may be caused by such wet weather, or loss by 
such errors as are liable to occur by reason of darkness; but in every case 
the Inspector must be personally present whm the grain is actually de- 
livered on board, making his report of the inspection after such actual 
delivery. 

WEIGHING CHARGES 

EfiFective May 1st, 1915. 

(SuPBEVISINa) 

The charges established by the Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce for supervising tiie weighing of grain are as follows: 
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From railway can, 45 cents per car load. 

From elevators to cars, 25 cents per car load. 

From elevators to wagons, 20 cents per 1,000 busheb, or part thereof. 

From elevators to vessels, 5,000 bushels or over, 5 cents per 1,000 
bushels. 

From elevatoiB to vessels, less than 5,000 bushels, 15 oents per 1,000 
bushels. 

Coal, pig iron and salt from vessels, 8 oents per ton. 
(Waoom Scales) 

The diaiges for weighing on the Chamber of Coomieroe wagon scales, 
as established by the Board of Directors, are as follows; 

For weighing car loads, 80 cents per car when not exceeding ten 
wagon loads to the car, and when in excess of that amount an additional 
charge ci 5 oents per wagon load shall be made. 

Grain and malt from other sources than railroad cars, and all other 
property from whatever source, 10 cents per wagon load. 

EAST SHORE. 

For supervising the wei^iing of grain and handling through elevators 
at Lake Ifiohigan East Shore ports, 5c per 1,000 bushels. 

WEIGHINQ OF GRAIN IN SACKS. 

In the weic^iiDg of grain in sacks, one pound is allowed to be deducted, 
as the wei^t of each sack.

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ANNUAL REVIEW OP MILWAUKEE'S 
NANUrACTURING INDUSTIES 



(From The BCilwaukee Sentinel, January 1st. 1910.) 

A difloouraging opening and an auspioious closing of ihe year was 
the tendency in several, although not in all lines. Following the de- 
pression of 1914, attributed to the outbreak of the war in Europe and 
the tariff question, business got away to a sluggish start and early indi- 
cations pointed to little improvement for some over 1014. In other 
instances the opening of the year was more productive of satisfactory 
results than the dosing. However, in the final analysis, the record 
shows that only in a few lines has there been a decrease as against the 
volume of trade in 1914. In many instances business proved no worse 
than a year ago, while in some branches notable improvement was the 
rule. 

In the manufacture of agricultural implements and heavy machinery 
and in other important lines, the volume of trade in 1915 is recorded 
as practically the same as in 1914. In some branches there has been 
a marked increase, an especially heavy foreign market demand for packed 
meats having stimulated the business of packing concerns. There was 
a $500,000 increase in the manufacture of packing boxes (paper); 75 
per cent increase in fur goods; an increase from $910,000 to $1,000,000 in 
brooms and brushes; an increase from $6,290,000 to $8,200,500 in auto 
accessories and commercial trucks, an increase from $507,150 to $600,000 
in toys and baby carriages; 10 per cent increase in illuminating (mIs and 
lubricants; 20 per cent increase in electric and telephone supplies.

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CUSTOMS REPORT FOR 1915 



By August M. Gawin, Collector of Customs 



In line with all the other United States ports, Milwaukee's receipts 
from Customs shows a slight decline over the previous year, due to the 
unsettled conditions in European countries. 

Analyzing the appended figures, we find that crude commodities 
used to manufacture various kinds of articles have shown a steady in- 
crease — crude asbestos having increased from less than 11,000 in 1014, 
to $47,326 m 1015; lumber has risen from $70,276 to $160,076; hops 
from $48,394 to $129,463. 

For many years Milwaukee has suffered from want of proper storage 
facilities for bonded merchandise. Many efforts have been put forth to 
induce private parties to establish a public bonded warehouse, but with- 
out success. At last Congress was persuaded to build an Appraiser's 
Stores, large enough to accommodate the Milwaukee importers. This 
building will be ready for occupancy January 1, 1016, and represents the 
latest ideas of a building for the storage of all kinds of merchandise. Mil- 
waukee merchants and importers are to be congratulated because they are 
now on an even basis with their competitors in other large cities. Largely 
through the efforts of Collector of Customs, the equipment of the building 
is the best that the markets afford. Automatic weighing machines 
will be installed and a complete laboratory equipped with all neces- 
sary apparatus has been provided. It is hoped that Milwaukee im- 
porters will make most liberal use of this building.

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HARBOR DEVELOPMENT 

The Harbor Commission relates in its annual report the status of the 
work being carried forward by that body looking to the improvement 
of the Milwaukee harbor. 

The report says, in part: —

lem presented by the condenmation of Jones Island is steadily oeinff 
wrought out, the only remaining stumbling block to the improvement of 
the Menomonee River has been removed, and many engineering details 
necessary to intelligent harbor development, which have been left imdone 
in the past, are gradually being realised. The routine of legislation and 
the red tape incident to legal procedure consume time and make advance- 
ment in public enterprises seemingly slow, but such obstacles are inevit- 
able and must be patiently met in order that safe and satisfactory progress 
may be assured. 

"At present the main object of those who have harbor matters in 
hand is to secure the necessary lands in order to prepare the field for 
future development. 

"Many people do not comprehend the exact relationship to harbor 
work which the Harbor Commission occupies, or the modest limitations 
of the Commission's official fimctions. They ask *How soon will you start 
to build warehouses and docks on Jones Island?', 'Will piers be constructed 
on the lake front below Wisconsin Street next sunmier?', 'When do you 
expect to complete the harbor?', and many similar questions. To all 
not acquainted with the real status of the Commission or with the pur- 
poses it has in view, the following paragraphs, representing answers to 
questions recently propoimded to the Commission by Maj. H. B. Ferguson, 
U. 8. Engineer m charge of the Milwaukee district, mil serve to make 
things clear: 

"1. The Harbor Commission was created by act of the Common 
Council of the City of Milwaukee. August 19^ 1012. 

"2. The Commission is simpiv aovisory m capacity and has no au- 
tiiority to carry out what it may plan. Its fimction is to study the ship- 
ping needs of the city and make recommendations to the Conmion Coimcil 
loobng to improved harbor facilities. 

"3. The definite purpose of the Harbor Commission is to promote 
harbor development along progressive lines, with an eye to the better- 
ment of present adverse conditions and to the probable needs of the city 
in the ultimate future. 

"4. The sum of $250,000 is now in the city treasury awaiting the 
award in the pending proceedings in condenmation of Jones Island. A 
bond issue of 9200,000 nas been provided in the budget for 1016 to seciu^e 
the means to revet the lake front south of Wisconsin Street to the harbor, 
80 that an area may be filled in upon which it is planned that municipal 
lake and rail terminals will eventually be established. 

"5. Tentative harbor plans comprehend the development of the 
inner side of Jones Island and the lake front between Wisconsin Street 
and the harbor entrance, as fast as circumstances will permit. The 
plans include the development of the lake front of Jones Island sooner 
or later, as the needs of take trade warrant. 

"6. The municipality hopes to interest the Federal Government 
to the extent of the construction of another outer breakwater, running 
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north-east from Russell Avenue to a point off the present mouth of the 
harbor. 

"7. Condemnation of Jones Island is now in progress. The survey 
has been made and the leeal steps necessaiy in sucn proceedings are pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. Tne proceedings will reach a conclusion some 
time the coming summer, unk»s imforeseen complications develop. Title 
to property bemg deeded to the government by the city, in (M-der that 
improvements on the Menomonee River and South Menomonee Canal 
may be prosecuted, has been submitted to the Federal authorities, and 
it will be possible to begin work as soon as title has been formally ap- 
proved. 

''8. Negotiations with the Illinois Steel Co.^ looking to the acquire- 
ment by the cit^r of undisputed right to Kinnickumic Bay and of title to 
the land separating the bay from the lake, as far south as Wilcox Street 
(vacated) are in progress. In the event of failure of the negotiations, 
condemnation will be recommended. 

"0. The work of revetting and filling in the lake front south of 
Wisconsin Street for harbor purposes will undoubtedly proceed as soon 
as the money provided for the work is available. It is the purpose of the 
Commission to recommend the erection of a passenger and recreation pier 
and of two steamboat warehouse piers as soon after the land has been 
made as the business situation warrants. The preliminary revetment 
will undoubtedly be constructed during the coming summer. In this 
connection the Commission is inclined to recommend the setting aside of 
an area of the filled tract, near the harbor entrance, for joint use by the 
U. S. lighthouse and en^eering departments. 

''10. As to the rapidity of development of harbor plans, everything 
depends upon the liberality of the people, as represented by the Common 
Council. The Harbor Commission can merel3r reconunend, and then use 
its influence towards having its recommendations carried out. Thus far 
every recommendation mi^ie bv the Commission has been accepted, 
and there is every indication that a strong sentiment prevails among 
the public at large in favor of reasonable progress in harlx>r work. 

FINANCIAL PROVISION FOR PERMANENT HARBOR 
IMPROVEMENTS 

'The passa^ by the Legislature of Wisconsin durins the last session 
of a bill amendmg the statutes relative to the levying of taxes and issu- 
ance of bonds by cities of the first class, so as to provide for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent harbor improvement fund by direct tax not to 
exceed thirty-nve one-himdredths (.35) of a mill upon the dollar on the 
total assessed valuation of all property, real and J)ersonal, in anv such 
city, was a source of gratification to the Harbor Commission ana to all 
advocates of a greater harbor for the city. The bill does not prohibit 
the issuance of bonds for the same piupose, but provides that it will be 
imlawful to levy a direct tax on the same year that bonds are issued. 
Another provision of the law does away with the unwise practice of issu- 
ing bonds for redredging river channels and provides for a harbor main- 
tenance fund to be created by direct taxation. 

"The passage of this law at the instance of the Common Coimcil has 
served to dispel any distrust which might have existed in Governmental 
circles or elsewhere as to Milwaukee's earnestness in its harbor inten- 
tions, and at the same time insures continuous work towards a full real- 
ization of Milwaukee's harbor op]x>rtimlties. In the coiu^se of ten years 
or so, with the expenditure annually of the moderate amoimt represented 
in the authoriied tax levy for permanent harbor improvements Milwaukee 
will have a harbor imequalled on the Great Lakes." 
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INTERNAL RCVCNUC STATISTICS 



Collector of Internal Revenue, Paul A. Hemmy, has furnished a 
statement of the collections of his office for the calendar year 1915, and 
his figures are contained m the table which follows, together with com- 
parisons with two preceding years. 

From this information it appears that the total internal revenue 
collections for 1915 were largely in excess of either 1913 or 1912. 

Decreases are noted in the amounts paid in corporation income 
taxes, and on tobacco and cigars, and distilled spirits, but there were 
increases on individual income taxes, and on beer. 

Owing to the fact that the fiscal year of the United States Govern- 
ment ends on June 30Ui, and to a change in the manner in which the 
records of the office are kept, the Collector b unable to furnish a statement 
of the production of taxable commodities for the year 1915.

The reported receipts of flour at Milwaukee in 1015 were 2J54,270 
barrels, but an analysis of the figures showing disposition of flour during 
the year as to shipments, local consumption and amount on hand on 
January 1st, 1915, and January 1st, 1916, indicates very strong^ that 
the total actual receipts were 3,501,837 barrels. 

Shipments for the year by rail and lake transportation amounted to 
3,729,772 barrels. 

The two mills of Milwaukee have a rated daily capacity of 5,000 
barrels, and manufactured in 1915, 640,425 barrels of flour, using 2,945,- 
955 bushels of wheat, and working to full capacity during the last four 
months of the year. 

Prices ranged at $5.25 to $8.45 per barrel for patents during the year 
1915, as compared with a range of $4.65 to $7.00 in 1914.

WHEAT 



The total receipts of wheat in this market for the calendar year 
1915 were 6,723,175 bushels, all of which, except 33,000 bushels, arrived 
by rail. 

There were 3,153,035 bushels shipped, and only 657,735 bushels 
were forwarded by water. 

The statistics fail to account for 571,254 bushels of wheat, which 
may be either due to omission of the railroads to report that amount in 
their receipts, or to their having over-reported the shipments. 

The mills ground 2,945,955 bushels in the manufacture of flour, 
which, together with the quantity shipped, and that on hand at the end 
of the year in elevators and on track at the mills, indicates a total supply 
of wheat for this market for the year, of 7,326,961 bushels, including that 
imaccounted for.

1914 crop on farms March 1, 1915. About 61.7 per cent of the crop will 
be shipped out of the counties where grown, against 60.7 per cent of the 
1914 crop and 58.3 per cent as an average for 10 years.

The total supply of com at the Milwaukee terminal in 1915, by 
which is meant the quantity in store at the beginning of the year, plus 
the receipts by rail and lake, amounted to 14,859,606 bushels, according 
to the figures furnished the Chamber of Commerce by the carriers, ele- 
vator operators and manufacturers. 

The disposition is accounted for in shipments, 12,900,468 bushels, 
local consumption, 1,815,609 bushels, and in store at the end of the year, 
143,529 bushels. 

The deficient crop of 1915 and the unmerchantable quality of the 
com grown in the territory from which Milwaukee draws its supplies, 
accoimt for the falling-off in receipts, which latter amounted, for the 
calendar year to 14,117,585 bushels. 

The receipts from the beginning of the crop year, December 1st, 
1915, to April Ist, 1916, were 5,147,305 bushels, and the shipments for 
the same period, 2,467,342 bushels. 

The Government estimate of the com production of the United 
States for the last crop was 3,054,535,000 bushels, the largest ever grown, 
but the quality is stated to be the poorest of any crop since 1883. Seventy- 
one and three-tenths per cent of ^e crop of 1915, and 60.3 per cent of the 
crop of 1883 was merchantable. 

The amount of com on farms March 1, 1916, was about 1,138,173,000 
bushels, or 37.3 per cent of the 1915 crop, against 910,894,000 bushels, 
or 34.1 per cent of the 1914 crop on farms March 1, 1915. About 18.6 
per cent of the crop will be shipped out of the counties where grown, 
against 18.6 per cent of the 1914 crop and 21.8 per cent as an average for 
ten years.

A slight decrease in the receipts of barley at the Milwaukee market 
for the year 1915, is noted, as compared with the quantity arriving during 
the preceding year. 

The decline, however, was not sufficiently large to be commented 
upon. 

The total supply amounted to 17,692,376 bushels, comprising the 
receipts for the year and the quantity in store on January 1st, 1915. 

From these figures and the quantity accounted for in shipments 
during the year and in store at the end of the year, the local c<msump- 
tion of barley is indicated at 11,107,339 bushels, a falling-off as compared 
with the manufacturing requirements of the year previous, of 2,220,701 
bushels. 

The receipts and shipments at Milwaukee from the beginning of the 
1915 crop movement to April 1st, 1916, show a small increase as com- 
pared with the year before :

703,000 bushels, or 73 per cent, were grown in five States. 

Wisconsin is fifth in importance among the barley producing states 
on the basis of the crop of 1915, North Dakota, with 44,800,000 bushels, 
Minnesota, with 41,175,000 bushels, California, with 39,440,000 bushels, 
and South Dakota, with 24,000,000 bushels, leading.

The capital invested in the brewing industry at Milwaukee is placed 
at $52,000,000, the largest employed in any line of manufacturing located 
at this point. 

There are nine establishments, employing, during 1915, 4,242 per- 
sons, which paid in that year in wages, $3,597,000, and the value of whose 
output was $21,862,865. 

The collections of the Internal Revenue Office on the manufacture 
of beer and malt tonics in 1915 were $5,435,033.63. 

Figures showing the production of beer for the calendar year 1915 
are not available.

Section 1. The government of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the City of Milwaukee is hereby vested in a President, a first 
Vice-President, a second Vice-President, a Secretary and 
Board of Direo- Treasurer, and nine Directors, who collectively — ^including 
the President, Vice-Presidents and Secretary and Treasurer — 
shall be known as the Board of Directors, all of whom shall 
have been members of the Association for at least one year next 
preceding their election. The President, Vice-Presidents, and 
Secretary and Treasurer shall be elected annually, and shall 
hold their offices for the term of one year, or until their 
successors shall have been elected and qualified, lliree Direo- 
tors shall be elected annually, and shall hold their offices for 
the term of three years. Seven members of the Board of Di- 
rectors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business^ 
but a less number may adjourn from time to time to any fixed 
date preceding the next regular meeting of said Board. 

Boards of Arbi- Sec. 2. At the annual election held in April, 1913, there shall

election of other oflScers of the Association, three members of a 
Board of Arbitration and two members of a Board of Appeals for 
terms of one year, and two members of a Board of Arbitration 
and three members of a Board of Appeals for terms of two years; 
and thereafter at each annual election there shall be chosen at the 
same time and in the same manner fixed for the election of other 
officers of the Association, a number sufficient to complete a Board 
of Arbitration and a Board of Appeals to consist of five members 
each, such members so elected to hold office for terms of two years, 
or until their successors shall have been elected and qualified.

No person shall at the same time be a member of both Boards. QuHliflcations. 
The qualifications for election to either of these Boards shall be 
the same as to the office of Director.

M. and 3 o'clock p. h., and all voting shall be by the Australian 
ballot. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce to see that a proper Australian ballot is printed ready 
for use forty-eight hoiu*s before the day set for the Annual Election; 
and prior to such election the Board of Directors shall formulate 
rules for a caucus and primary election which shall govern the 
time and manner of holding such caucus and primary and, 
with the approval of the Association, shall govern the manner 
of holding such caucus and primary and the annual election. 
Notice of such election shall be given by publication of the game 
in one or more of tbe daily newspapers of the city of Milwaukee, 
and by posting on the bulletin of the Exchange Room for at 
least one week previous to said election.

Seo. 2. Whenever complaint shall be made of the breach 
of any contract or agreement, if it shall satisfactorily appear 
that the party complained against acted as an agent in the 
premises, and that he was empowered to make such contract or 
agreement, and further, that at the time of making the contract 
or agreement, he disclosed his principal, he shall not be held 
liable for the breach of the principal but award may be made 
against the principal as hereinafter provided for. Whenever it 
shall appear, either by the answer, or in evidence, in the case of 
a party complained against for the breach of any contract or 
agreement, that, in making such contract or agreement, he acted 
as agent for, and solely in the interest of, and on behalf of other 
party or parties, whether corporation, company, firm or indi- 
vidual, the Secretary shall give notice in writing to the princi- 
pal of the pendency of the proceeding and shall serve, or cause 
to be served on such principal, a copy of the complaint and of 
the answer. The principal shall be at liberty to appear, answer 
and defend in his own behalf. Service of notice, and of copy of 
complaint and answer as aforesaid, may be made either person- 
ally or by mail and such principal shall have ten days, if per- 
sonally served, or fifteen days if service be made by mail, within 
which to appear, make answer and defend.

RITLE IX. 

DEPOSITS FOB SEOUBUTO THE rUUlLLMENT OF CONTRACTS. 

Section 1. On any contract of purchase or sale of propwty 
to be delivered at a future time, the buyer shall have the right 
to require as security from the seller a deposit of 10 per cent, 
on the contract price of the property bought, and further security 
from time to time to the extent of any advance in the market 
value above said price i&t delivery at the time specified in the 
contract. The seller shall have the right to require as security 
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from the buyer a depoeit of 10 per eent oa the contract price of 
the property sold, and further Beoority from time to time to the 
extent ol any decline in the market value below said price for 
delivery at the time specified in the contract, and in addition 
thereto, any difference that may exist or occur between the esti- 
mated legitimate value of the property and the contract price. 
Such deposits shall be made with some bank duly appointed by 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce to receive 
them. 

Sbo. 2. Any bank, a member of the Milwaukee Clearing 
House AssodatioD, may be appointed to receive such deposits, 
upon executing and filing with the Secretary of the Chamber a 
good and sufficient bond, with sureties approved by the Board 
of Directors, for the proper disposal of such deposits in accord- 
ance with the rules and regulations of the Chamber, and shall 
issue certificates in duplicate, not transferable, for such depos- 
its. Each certificate shall state by whom the deposit is made, 
and for whose security it is to be held, as provided by the rules 
and regulations of the Chamber of Commerce, and that it is 
payable upon return of the certificate or its duplicate duly 
endorsed by the parties to' the contract or contracts, or on the 
order of the President of the Chamber of Commerce. Any 
deposit BO made shall be held to be security for the faithful ful- 
fillment of any and all existing contracts between the parties 
during the time the deposit shall remain; excepting that when 
a particular contract or contracts are specified in the certificate, 
the deposit shall be applicable only as security therefor. 

Seo. 3. The party called upon to deposit such security 
shall, within one banking hour from the time such security 
shall have been called for, deliver to the party calling for 
the same, or to the Secretary of the Chamber, the duplicate 
certificate of deposit in form as provided in the preceding section. 

Sko. 4. Any party to an unfulfilled contract, who shall fail 
to deposit the security within the next banking hour after hav- 
ing been called upon therefor, shall be judged to have defaulted 
on his contract; and in case of such default the party calling 
for such security shall have the right to buy or sell, as the 
case may be, in open market, the article named in said con- 
tract in the quantity and for the time of d^very specified

the contract for the time of delivery specified therein at the 
time of giving such notice, shall constitute the rule and meas- 
ure of damages against the party in default, and shall be at once 
due and payable, provided, that nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as authorizing extortionate claims based on values 
manipulated for the purpose of securing such claims. 

Notioes. Sec. 5. Notice of call for security, or of the closing out oi 

any contract under this rule, may be served on the party in 
person or by leaving a written notice at his place of business, 
or may be served in person upon his authorized representative, 
or upon any clerk representing the party on 'Change; and in 
case the party shall not be known to have a regular place of 
business, a written notice deposited in the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Chamber shall be deemed sufficient.

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RULE XI. 

BIGHTS or PASTIES TO OONTBiiCTS. 

Sbction 1. All deliveries of grain or flaxseed sold in store, 
whether for immediate or future delivery, shall be made in ware- 
house receipts representing the property in store in warehouses 
approved or declared regular by the Board of Directors, with the 
approval of the Chamber of Commerce, and such warehouse receipts 
shall be subject to the current rate of storage at the time of sale, 
for the first storage term, and be made good to run five days from 
the date of delivery before additional storage shall accrue thereon. 
Deliveries shall be made in lots of 1,000 or 5,000 bushels, except 
on sales of car lots. A variation, however, of one per cent, in the 
quantity of grain or flaxseed delivered, or noticed for delivery, 
and that contracted for, shall not vitiate a tender or delivery. 
All deliveries or purchases* or sales for immediate or regular deliv- 
ery must be made between the hours of 9:30 o'clock A. M., and 
2:15 P. M., excepting on Saturday, and on that day between 9:30 
o'clock A. M., and 11:30 A. M., which shall constitute regular 
delivery hours, subject to the provisions of Section 5 of this rule. 
Provided, that receipts upon which additional storage will accrue 
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for delivery, according to the foregoing rule, upon the day subse- 
quent to the day of delivery of such receipts, shall be delivered 
at or before 12 o'clock, noon, of the day of delivery. 

Provided, further, that on contracts for the immediate, regular 
or future delivery of grain or flaxseed, made after January 1, 1913, 
warehouse receipts of licensed public elevators whose receipts are 
deliverable in fulfillment of such contracts \mder the rules of other 
regularly organized exchanges, and which prior to the making of 
the contract have been approved by the Board of Directors of this 
Chamber of Commerce, may be delivered in this market in fulfill- 
ment of contracts when the market whose receipts it is intended 
to deliver shall be specified at the time of making such contracts; 
and the contract grades provided by the rules of such regularly 
organized exchanges, shall be the grades deliverable when ware- 
house receipts of warehouses which are regular \mder the rules of 
such regularly organized exchanges are delivered in fulfillment of 
future contracts. 

Provided, further, that any such approval of the Board of 
Directors may be revoked at any time, and such revocation shall 
not be effective until 10 days after the adoption thereof. 

Sec. 2. In case of the absence of the buyer or his proper Absencse of buy- 
representative from the floor of the Chamber or his accustomed of business, 
place of business when the proper tender of delivery is made, he

eming expiration of contracts. 

The buyer shall have twenty-four hours on domestic sales 
and thirty-six hours <m export sales, after expiration of time 
t<yr showing completion of contract, in which to notify the seller 
which of the above settlements he elects to require; and the 
buyer shall, within the time aforesaid, elect acceptance of one 
of the foregoing settlements, should the sdler so demand. 

Directions. The buyer shall furnish the seller shipping directions to 

transportation companies open for business, when d«nanded 
by the seller, and on his failure to furnish the same within four 
days after demand, the seller shall have the right to deliver to 
any lake and rail dock during season of navigation, or after dose 
of nayigation, to any across lake dock on f. o. b. sales, or to ship 
by any route to the basing point named in the sale and delirw 
to buyer on ''deliyered" sales after giving notice of his inten- 
tion so to do to the buyer. 
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On sales made for a period of delivery beyond fourteen calen- 
dar days, where directions are not demanded by the seller, they 
shall be furnished by the buyer without demand, at least fourteen 
(14) calendar days previous to the expiration of the contract; and 
on the buyer's failure so to furnish the same, the seller shall have 
the right to deliver to any lake and rail dock during season of nav- 
igation, or iafter close of navigation, to any cross lake dock on f.o.b. 
sales, or to ship by any route to the basing point named in the sale 
and deliver to buyer, on "delivered" sales, after giving notice of 
his intention so to do to the buyer. 

In all ''delivered" sales to any of the following trunk line PrlTlIeset. 
terminal points, namely, Boston, New Yoric, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, the point specified shall be considered as a rate 
basis only and not necessarily final destination of goods, and 
shipment shall be made to any point and via any line open for 
business in the eastern trunk line territory designated by the 
buyer, which is reached by lake and rail lines during the season 
of navigation, or by all rail trunk lines at other times, at the 
differential in effect at the time of shipment, as shown by pub- 
lished tariff rates, provided shipment is made within contract 
time. 

Nothing in the foregoing rules shall interfere with specific 
or special contract which buyers and sellers may agree to at 
time of purchase.

In making contracts a specific number of days (meaning cal- 
endar days) in which to make shipment, shall be stipulated, and 
shall be reckoned from the day after shipping instructions are re- 
ceived by the seller. 

Buyer must furnish shipping instructions personally or by 
wire on demand by seller. 

In all cases not otherwise stipulated on contracts dealing with 
"first half" Mid "second half" of a given month's shipment, it shall 
be understood that in the thirty-day months up to midnight of the 
fifteenth shall be considered as the "first half" of a said month's 
shipment, and that in thirty-one day months up to midni^t of the 
sixteenth shall be considered as "first half" of the said month's ship- 
ment; the remainder of the month to be considered as "second half ." 
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On contracts relating to shipment during the month of Febru- 
ary, when the said month contains but twenty-eight days, up to 
midnight of the fourteenth shall be considered as "first half'' of the 
said month's shipment, and when this month contains twenty-nine 
days, up to midnight of the fifteenth shall be considered as "first 
half" of said month's shipment, the remainder of the month to be 
considered as "second half." 

In all shipments of grain the date of issue of bill of lading signed 
by agent of the railroad issuing same shall be conclusive evidence 
of date of shipment, unless absolute evidence to the contrary shall 
be furnished. 

On the failure of the buyer to furnish billing instructions on de- 
mand, on any contract, the seller shall have the right to ship the 
goods to the post-office address of the buyer or to cancel the con- 
tract, as the seller may elect, twenty-four hours notice having been 
given by the seller of his intention and election. 

"Receipt of billing instructions by seller" shall mean receipt of 
same at seller's main office or by his duly authorized representative. 

All time contracts shall expire at midnight of the day of ma- 
turity of contract; but time until 9KX) o'clock A. M. of the second 
business day shall be allowed for the delivery of car numbers show- 
ing completion of contract before maturity, and the same must 
be accepted by buyer on contract up to this time. 

In case the seller defaults on a contract, the buyer may declare 
the contract cancelled; or may buy in the open market for account 
of the seller, a like quantity of property equal in quality to that 
contracted for, and in either case the seller shall reimburse the buyer 
for any proven loss sustained on account of failure to make ship- 
ment within contract time. 

If the buyer fail to notify the seller of his election of either 
of the foregoing settlements, the contract shall remain in force 
from day to day, and all shipments made to apply on contract 
before notice of such election shall be given by the buyer, shall be 
accepted by the buyer, but time up to 9K)0 o'clock A. M., of the 
second business day after the giving of such notice shall be allowed 
for the delivery of car niunbers showing shipment prior to time such 
notice was given in accordance with the rule governing expiration 
of contracts. 
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In case of insolvency of either party to the contract it shall 
be considered a default, and the contract may be closed by pur- 
chase or sale on the open market of a like quantity of property 
equal in quality to that called for in the contract, without refer- 
ence to the contract period, 24 hours notice of such intention hav- 
ing been given. 

A canal boat-load of grain shall consist of, wheat, 8,000 bush- 
els; of com and rye, 8,500 bushels; of oats, 13,000 bushels; of 
barley, 10,000 bushels. 

Section 13. Samples of grain and seeds furnished by the In- 
spection Department shall be known as "Official Samples", and 
so designated when offered for sale, with notation so stating, if car 
is loaded too full for thorough examination; and shall be binding 
as between buyer and seller, subject to buyer's privilege of having 
same resampled before 12 o'clock, noon, of the following business 
day, unless it shall have been impossible for an official Chamber of 
Commerce sampler to resample such grain or seeds by that time, 
when, if resample does not correspond with original sample, settle- 
ment shall be made at once or transaction cancelled; and subject 
further to buyer's privilege of demanding reinspection, if, on arrival 
at point of unloading, grain or seeds be found to be "plugged", 
or to be out of condition, or loaded in such a manner as to make it 
impossible to sample same thoroughly, when, if such reinspection 
shows grain or seeds to be not up to original sample sold by, and 
buyer rejects car, in case settlement cannot be reached, the seller 
must furnish, within forty eight hours, and buyer must accept, 
another car equal in quality and grad« to sample sold by, upon 
terms of original contract. Provided^ that if seller does not furnish 
another car within specified time, the terms of settlement must be 
determined by private arbitration, without delay.

Said 
bonds shall remain in the custody of the Board of Directors, 
and be held to the use of parties haying a right to resort thereto 
for indemnity. 

RULE XIX. 

Section 1. The Inspector of Grain shall be governed by the 
following rules: 

WHEAT. 

NOBTHBRN SPBING WHEAT. 

No. 1 Hard Spring Wheat — Shall be sound, bright, sweet, 
clean, and consist of over 50 per cent, of the hard Scotch Fife, and 
weigh not less than 58 lbs. to the measured busheL 

No. 1 NoBTHBBN Spbing Wheat — Must be Northern grown 
spring wheat, sound, clean, and of good milling quality and must 
contain not less than 50 per cent, of the hard varieties of spring 
wheat, and weigh not less than 56^ lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Northern Spring Wheat — Shall be Northern grown 
spring wheat, not clean enough or sound enough for No. 1, and must 
contain not less than 50 per cent, of the hard varieties of spring 
wheat and must weigh not less than 54 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Northern Spring Wheat — Shall be composed of inferior 
shrunken Northern grown spring wheat, and must contain not less 
than 50 per cent, of the hard varieties of spring wheat. 

No. 4 Northern Spring Wheat — Shall include aU inferior 
Northern grown spring wheat that is badly shrunken or damaged 
and must contain not less than 50 per cent, of the hard varieties 
of spring wheat. 
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Nora — Hard, flinty i^eat, of good color, containing no appre- 
ciable admixture of soft i^eat, may be admitted into the grade of 
No. 2 Northern Spring Wheat, provided, weight of the same is not 
more than one pound less than the minimum test weif^t required 
by the existing rules of said grade, and provided further, that such 
ndieat is in an other respects qualified for admission into such grade. 

BPBING WHBAT. 

No. 1 Spbino Whsat — Shall be sound, plump and well cleaned, 
and weigh not less than 59 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Sphino Whbat — Shall be sound, clean, of a good 
milling quality and weigh not less than 57)^ lbs. to the measured 
bushel 

No. 3 Spbino WHSAiv—Shall include all inferi(M*, shrunken or 
dirty spring wheat, and weigh not less than 53 lbs. to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 4 Spbino Whbat— Shall include all spring wheat, damp, 
musty, grown, badly bleached, or from any cause which renders 
it unfit for No. 3, and weigh not less than 49 lbs. to the measured 
busheL 

WHITE SPBING WHBAT. 

Whitb Spbino Wheat— The grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 White 
Spring Wheat shall correspond with the grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 
4 Spring Wheat, except that they shall be of the white variety. 

DUBUM (iCACARONl) WHEAT. 

No. 1 DuBUM Wheat — Shall be bright, sound, dry, well cleaned 
and be composed of durum, conunonly known as macaroni wheat, 
and weigh not less than 60 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 DuBUM Wheat — Shall be dry, clean, and of good milling 
quality. It shall include all durum wheat that for any reason is 
not suitable for No. 1 Durum, and^weigh not less than 57 lbs. to the 
measured busheL 

No. 3 DxTBiTM Wheat — Shall include all durum wheat bleached, 
shrunken, or for any cause unfit for No. 2. 

No. 4 DuBUM Wheat — Shall include ail durum wheat that id 
badly bleached or for any cause unfit for No. 3. 

Wastage in Cleaning — In inspecting wheat that meets the 
requirements of No. 1 Hard, No. 1 Northern or No. 2 Northern, 
No. 1 Durum and No. 2 Durum, No. 1 and No. 2 Velvet Chaff Wheat, 
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except in respect to cleanneas, the Inspector shall ascertain the num- 
ber of pounds per bushel of waste to i^ich it would be subjected 
in cleaning to meet the requirements of the grade by taking an equal 
quantity from not less than seven different places in the car, evenly 
distributed, by passing a trier down through the wheat and draw- 
ing up samples from the entire depth of the mass and mixing the 
whole thoroughly together, from which sixteen ounces shall be taken 
and the seeds and other waste matter separated from the wheat by 
the use of a suitable apparatus for the purpose, and the quantity 
foimd to be wasted per bushel shall be noted by the Inspector, to- 
gether with the grade the wheat would be entitled to inspect after 
being cleaned, upon his inspection ticket and book, opposite the 
number designating the car inspected. The wastage so determined 
and noted shall be deemed and taken by all parties concerned as 
the true shrinkage of the wheat contained in the car; subject, how- 
ever, to appeal to the Supervisors of Grain Inspection in the same 
manner as provided in case of i^peal for alleged error in grade. 

In inspecting Spring Wheat of other grades, the Inspector shall, 
when requested by the consignee, designate the grade to which the 
wheat would belong, according to the requirements of the rules, 
except in respect to cleanness, and shall, when so requested, ascer- 
tain and record the wastage in cleaning the same in the manner 
hereinbefore provided. 

PAGmO C0A8T WHEAT. 

No. 1 PAcmo Coast Red Wheat— Shall be dry, sound, dean 
and free from smut and weigh not less than 59 lbs. to the measured 
busheL 

No. 2 PAGino Ck>A8T Red Wheat— Shall be dry, sound, clean 
and only slightly tainted with smut and alkali, and weigh not less 
than 58 lbs. to tiie measured busheL 

No. 3 Pacific Ck>AST Red WHEAT-^ShaU include all other 
Pacific Coast red wheat. It may be smutty or musty, or from any 
other reason unfit fot floiuring purposes, and weigh not less than 54 
lbs. to the measured busheL 

Note— Pacific Coast White Wheat shall be graded according 
to the rules for Pacific Coast Red Wheat. In case of a mixture of 
Pacific Coast wheat with our home grown wheat, red or white, such 
mixtiu*e shall be graded ''Pacific Coast Mixed Wheat." 

Note— The grades of Pacific White and Pacific Red Wheat are 
to include all such wheats as are grown in the extreme Northwest, 
and on the Pacific slope from either Spring or Winter seeding. 
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WHITS WINTBU WHBAT. 

No. 1 Whitb Wintsr Wheat— Shall include all varieties of pure, 
•oft, white winter wheat, sound, plump, dry, sweet and clean, and 
weigh not less than 68 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Whttb Wintbb Wheat— Shall include all varieties of 
soft white winter wheat, dry, soimd and clean, and shall not contain 
more than 8 per cent, of soft red winter wheat, and weigh not less 
than 56 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Whttb Winteb Wheat — Shall include all varieties of 
soft white winter wheat. It may contain 5 per cent, of damaged 
grains other than skin-burnt wheat, and may contain 10 per 
cent, of soft red winter wheat, and weigh not less than 53 lbs. 
to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Whttb Wintbb Wheat — Shall include all varieties of 
soft white winter wheat not fit for a higher grade in consequence 
of being poor quality, damp, musty, or dirty, and shall not contain 
more than 10 per cent, of soft red winter wheat, and weigh not less 
than 50 lbs. to the measured bushel.

No. 1 Red Wintbb Wheat— Shall be pure soft red winter 
wheat of both light and dark colors, sound, sweet, plump and well 
cleaned, and wei^ not less than 60 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Red Wintbb Wheat— Shall be soft red winter wheat 
of both light and dark colors, sound, sweet and clean, shall not con- 
tain more than 5 per cent, of white winter wheat, and weigh not 
less than 58 lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Red Wintbb Wheat— Shall be sound, soft, red winter 
wheat, not dean or plump enough for No. 2, shall not contain more 
than 8 per cent, of white winter wheat, and weigh not less than 55 
lbs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Red Wintbb Wheat— Shall be soft red winter ^eat, 
diaU contain not more than 8 per cent, of white winter i^eat. It 
may be damp, musty or dirty, but must be cool, and weigh not less 
than 50 lbs. to the measured bushel

No. 1 Habd Wintbb Wheat— Shall include all varieties of 
pure, hard winter wheat, sound, plump, dry, sweet and well cleaned 
and weigh not less than 61 lbs. to the measured busheL 
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No. 2 Habd WnnsB Whbat— ^all include all varieties of 
hard winter ^eat, of both light and dark colors, dry, sound, sweet 
and clean, andjweigh not less than 59 lbs. to the measured busheL 

No. 3 Habd Wimtbr Whsat— j%all include all Tarieties of 
hard winter i^eat of both li^^t and dark colors, not clean or plump 
enough for No. 2, and weigh not less than 56 lbs. to the measured 
busheL

2. Whttb Cobn, aU grades, shall be at least 98 per cent, 
white.

1, 2 and 3 Barley, except that they shall be of the Bay Brewing 
variety, grown in the far west and on the Pacific Coast. 

Chbvalibb Bablbt— The grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Chevalier 
Barley shall conform in all respects to the grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 
Barley, except that they shall be of the Chevalier variety grown in 
the far west and on the Pacific Coast. 

Bat Bbbwino BIixbd Bablbt— In case of admixture of Bay 
Brewing barley with barley of other varieties, it shall be graded 
according to the quality thereof and classed as 1, 2, 3 Bay Brewing 
Mixed Barley.

or where different kinds of grain are badly mixed with one another, 
shall be classed as Sample Grade, and the Inspector shall make 
notations as to quality and condition. 

NoncB — ^The Inspection Department shall, in no case, make a 
grade of grain above that of the poorest quality foimd in any lot 
of grain inspected, when it has evidently been plugged for the pur- 
pose of deception, or otherwise improperly loaded. Wheat which 
has been subjected to scouring, or dipping, or any process equiv- 
alent thereto, shall not be graded higher than No. 3. 

NEW GRAIN. 

All grain of a newly harvested crop, except com, shall be do- ^ew Grain, 
signated as "new" when inspected prior to September 1st, and after 
that date shall be considered new unless otherwise specified. 



DUTIES OF GRAIN INSPECTOR 

Ssa 2. It shall be the duty of the Inspector, when called 
upon to do so, to cause each and every car-load or cargo of 
grain received at or shipped from the City of Milwaukee, to be 
inspected, and he shall give a certificate as to the quality of 
grain so inspected under the corporate deal of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The cost of inspecting grain out of store shall be 
paid by the purchaser of said grain. No certificate of inspec- 
tion of grain on board of any vessel shall be issued under the 
seal of the Chamber of Commerce, unless such certificate cover 
the entire cargo. In case there be different lots of grain in any 
vessel divided by bulkheads, or partitions, the certificate shall 
state the location in such vessel and grade of each lot.

The Grain Inspector shall also inspect by sample, w take 
samples of barley or wheat screenings, in quantities of not 
less than a car-load, if called up<m to do so by a member of 
the Ohamber of Commerce, and, if requested, shall furnish 
certificates of such inspection or sampling, stating conditions 
under which such service may have been performed. 

SAMPLE INSPECnON. 

Upon application the Grain Inspector shall inspect grain by 
sample, in quantities of not less than a car-load, and, if called 
upon to do so, shall furnish certificates of such inspection. The Grain 
Inspector shall also inspect grain in wagons, when offered for 
delivery at any of the regular grain elevators of the city. Pro- 
videdf that the grain so offered in wagons shall, in the judgment 
of the Inspector, be equal to the average quality of like grain 
received by railroad. 

The Grain Inspector shall not issue a certificate of inspection 
by t3rpe sample the designation of which conflicts withthe regularly 
established grades of the Chamber of Commerce. 

The Grain Inspector shall not inspect grain while stored in 
any elevator or warenouse recognized as ''regular"' by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Sbc. 3. The Supervisors of Grain Inspection and Wei^^iing 
shall appoint assistant inspectors, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors, at such salaries and compensation as shall be 
fixed by said Board, who shall, under the supervision of the Chief 
Inspector of the Chamber of Commerce perform such duties as such 
Inspector shall prescribe. It shall be the duty of the Chief In- 
spector to review the inspection of any of his assistants when called 
upon to do so. 

Sbo. 4. It shall be the duty of the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and Weighing to examine into any complaint made 
by a member of the Chamber of Commerce against the Grain 
Inspector, or Weigher, or any of their assistants, for neglect of 
or improper performance of any of their respective duties; and 
if they decide such complaint to be well founded, they shall 
award such damages against the Inspector or Weigher, for the 
benefit of the injured party, as may to them seem just; which 
award of damages shall be collected from the Grain Inspector, 
or Weigher, or his sureties. 

It shall require a majority of the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and Weighing to make any award as hereinbefore 
provided for, right of reference to the Boards of Arbitration 
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and Appeftlt being reaeryed to anj party that may be aggrieved 
by BU^ deeidoiL 

In case complaint be made to the Supervisors of Grain superriiort 
Inspection and Weighing that the Grain Inspector, or any of QndiSg^^^ 
bis assistants, shall have improperly graded any lot of grain, a 
majority of said Supervisors shall have power to change the 
grade of such lot of grain, and its decision shall be flnaL 

The Secretary shall promptly notify the several Supervisors 
of Grain Inspection and Weighing that their services are 
required, whoi requested so to do by any member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and any Supervisor who shall neglect or refuse Fines, 
to attend promptly to the duty required of him shall be fined 
five (5) dollars for the first offense and ten (10) dollars for eadi 
ofTense thereafter; and in case of non-payment of such fine or 
fines, or of frequent neglect of duty, it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Directors to revoke the appointment of such offending 
Supervisor; provided, that the Board of Directors may, for good 
and sufficient cause shown remit such penalty against any 
Supervisor. 

The Supervisors who may act upon any complaint made 
under this rule shall be entitled to the sum of five (6) dollars 
<to be divided equally among such Supervisors) ; said sum to be 
deposited with the Secretary and Treasurer by the party or par- 
ties requiring their services. In case the decision be in favor Feei. 
of the party making complaint, said sum shall be refunded to 
said party or parties complaining, and the fee in such case shall 
be paid by the Secretary and Treasurer out of the funds of the 
Association. 

It shall also be the duly of the Supervisors of Grain Inspee- superriBlon of 
tion and Weighing to examine and personally look into, at least uml° ''^*'****^ 
once a month, the actual working of the inspection of grain in 
this city, and to ascertain if the different grades of inspection be 
fully kept up to the letter and spirit of the Rules. And if said 
Superrisors shall find any laxity in practice, or incorrect 
inspection of grain, it shall be their duty to notify the Inspector 
at once, and he shall uKKiifjr his work of inspection to acoord 
with the rules and requirements of the Supervisors. 

Seo. 6. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties 
the Grain Inspector and Weigher, and their assistants, shall 
take and subscribe to the following oath, which oath shall be 
retained in the custody of the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, as follows:

Office. ^^ ^^ vicinity of the Chamber of Commerce, which shall be kept open 
during business hours, and he shall keep a full record, giving 
the number of each car of grain inspected into or out of stcnre, 
and the grade thereof, the niunber of wagon loads of grain 
inspected into or out of store, and the grades thereof; and also 
the names of vessels and amount of cargoes of grain inspected 
into or out of store and the grades thereof, which records shall 

Daily Report, be open to the inspection of members of the Association. He 
shall make a daily report to the Association of the amount and 
quality of all grain inspected during the preceding twenty-four 
hours; and the Secretary shall keep a registry of such reports 
for the use of the Association. 

Yearly Report. Sio. 7. The Grain Inspector shall make an annual report to 

the Association as soon as practicable after the close of each 
crop year, ending August 15th, of the amount, kind and grades 
of all grain inspected during said crop year into or out of store 
or otherwise. The Association shall furnish such blanks and 
books as the Inspector may require for the purposes contem- 
plated by this Rule, and sudi books shall be the property of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Inspection fees Sbo. 8. The Board of Directors shall fix such fees for the in- 

spection of grain and other commodities as in its judgment may seem 
necessary to meet the expense of operating and maintaining the in- 
spection department, and such fees shall be bome^ by the seller and 
shall be collected by the Inspector and paid into the treasury of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

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Seo. 2. It shall be the duty of the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and Weighing to provide and maintain scales for the 
weighing of grain and other comnKxlities in wagon loads when ^cJ^^eroe' 
delivered from cars on trade, which shall be termed Chamber 
of Commerce Scales, and shall be located as near a« practicable 
to the scales used by the several railroad companies for the 
same purpose at their respective stations in this city. Said 
supervisors shall appoint assistant weighers, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, at such salaries or compen- 
sation as shall be fixed by said Board, who shall, under the 
supervision of the Weigher of the Chamber of Commerce, operate 
said scales, and when required shall furnish a certificate or 
ticket showing the weight of any property weighed thereon, which 
shall be binding in settlement between buyer and seller, members 
of the Chamber of Commerce.

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The Chamber of Commerce W^her shall not permit the 
Railroad Weigher to have acoees to hia scales while engaged in 
weighing, nor shall he permit the Railroad Weigher to re-weigh 
any load on the Chamber of Commerce scales. 

It shall be the duty of the Chamber of Commerce Weigher 
to examine carefully each wagon containing grain in bulk when 
weighed, and see that there is no liability to leakage or to waste- 
age by the grain being spilled off while in transit to the place 
of delivery, and in case of liability to leakage, a notation to this 
effect shall be entered upon the weight ticket in ink, and also 
upon his book, and in case the wagon is loaded nearer to the top 
of the box than three inches or rounded up in any part of the 
load above such level, the Weigher shall refuse to weigh the 
load. It shall also be the duty of the Weigher when the roads 
are muddy or in a freezing condition, so that the mud adheres 
more or less to the wagon wheels, to require the empty wagon 
to be weighed for each load, and in case of the failure or refusal 
of the teamster to ctHnply with this regulation, the Weigher 
shall refuse to weigh the load.

Sec. 5. The Inspector shall keep a record in detail of every 
examination he may make, that he may be qualified to testify 
positively in the event of a dispute; and in the case of pickled 
meats (the examination being made within reasonable time, and 
proper care having been taken by the owner), if it can be shown 
that property has been sold, and an article has been substituted 
and delivered different in quality from the sample exhibited, 
the seller shall be respcmsible for the differenoe, such claim to 
be made in a reasonable length of time, and before the property 
leaves the city. 
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Sec. 6. For the examination of proTisions sold as Standard, Duties o; in. 
it shall be the duty of any Inspector properly appointed by the *^^ 
Association, on receiving notice, to go ta any packing-house or 
warehouse in the city, to examine provisions, in such quantities 
as may be required, selecting the same in such a manner, from 
the lots specified, as, in his Judgment, will give a fair sample of 
the whole. 

Sec, 7. If, upon examination, the property be found, in all ^Yns^^^Uon ^' 
respects, up to the requirements of the classification of the 
grades adopted by the Association, he shall issue a certificate to 
that effect, which certificate shall state the number of packages, 
pieces or pounds examined, and also the number of padcages, 
pieces or pounds in the lot to which the examination may be 
intended to apply, and that the packages (if any) shall be in 
good merchantable order and condition. In the case of lard, no 
certificate for inspection shall be issued unless every package 
shall have been examined; but, on request of the owner or per- 
son ordering the inspection, the Inspector may examine a part 
of a lot, and issue a certificate of such examination, stating the 
number of packages examined, and also the whole number of 
packages in the lot. 

Sbc. 8. When necessary to remove property for the con- Samplei. 
venience of examination, it shall be the duty of the Inspector 
to send for the same, that a fair sample may be obtained. In 
no case should a certificate be granted on samples delivered by 
the seller. 

Seo. 9. The fees for inspection are established as follows: Inspeotion fees 
For inspection by sampling, including repacking and cooper- 
ing. Beef and Pork, for the first five barrels, eighty (80) cents 
per barrel, and for each additional barrel, twenty-five (25) 
cents. For inspecting S. P. meats, for the first five tierces, one 
(1) dollar per tierce, and for each additional tierce, twenty-five 
(25) cents. For inspecting Boxed meats, for the first five boxes, 
one (1) dollar per box, and for each additional box, fifty (50) 
cents. When the whole of a lot is inspected, labor and cooper- 
ing to be furnished by the seller, for Beef and Pork, ten (10) 
cents per barrel. For S. P. meats, in lots of fifty (50) tierces or 
more, twelve and a half (12%) cents per tierce; in lots of one 
hundred (100) tierces or more, ten (10) cents per tierce. For 
bulk or boxed meats, in car-load lots or more, fifteen (15) cents 
per one thousand (1,000) poimds. For Lard, in lots of one hun- 
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died (100) ti«roet or more, four (4) cents per tieroe. For Tal- 
low and Greaee, flye (5) cents per tierce. Tlie fees for weigh- 
ing, not including breaking down and repiling, are established 
as follows: Lard and Grease, in lots of one hundred (100) 
packages or more, four (4) cents per package. Tallow, in half 
hogsheads, or smaller packages, five (5) cents per padoige; in 
hogsheads, ten (10) cents each. Bulk Meats, not including labor, 
ten (10) cents per one thousand (1,000) pounds^ For stripping 
Lard or Grease, at regular warehouses, not less than flye (6) 
packages, flftj- (50) cents per padcage. 

RepMsking. gao. 10. It shall be the daty of the Inspector, when »e- 

queated by the owner, either at any paddng^house, ware- 
house, or in yards prorided by the Inspector, to orerhsul and 
inspect proyiaions, according to the qualiflcatioos and dassifi- 
cati<ms authorized; two hundred po«mds of meat, with abund- 
ance of good salt, to be repacked into each barrel, and cooper- 
age to be put in good order"; each barrel of proyiiions that is 
sound, sweet, and free from any and eyery defect, to haye 
grade and date of inspection branded thereon, and the word 
"Bepacked," as hereinafter spedfied; and any portion that may 
be defectiye to be branded, in like manner, ''Rusty," ''Soar," 
or Tainted," as the case may be; the said brand to be placed 
with the Inspector's brand across the regular padcer's brand; 
such proyisions, according to the grade or quality, to be classed 
as "RepsdKd, 200 lbs." 

Sbo. 11. The Inspectors shall use metallic letters and figures, 
marking-iron or staidl, for t^ieir dates and dass of inspection. 

Seo. 12. It shall also be the duty of the Inspector to put his 
metallic brand, marking-iron or stendl on all samples of pro- 
yisions in tierces or barrels that he inspects; and) he shall pass 
no hog products in tierces or barrds as Standard unless the real 
packer's name, location, nimiber of pieces, date, and weight of 
the products contained therein are branded, according to these 
rules, on the head of eyery padcage. 

Short Weight Sbo. 13. Should the Inspector be called upon to inspect 

pickled meats, and, upon examination, he should be of the 
opinion that the niuiber of pounds required by these rules had 
not been originally packed, he shall not pass them as Standard, 
but shall refer the matter at once to the Committee on Proyision 
Inspection, who shall inyestigate, and, if a satisfactory explana- 
tion can be giyen or arriyed at, it shall instruct the Inspector to

Sbo. Id. Dry Salted Rough Sides may be made into Short Change of olas- 
Rib or Short aear Sides, and Dry Salted Short Rib Sides may *^^^^''''- 
be made into Short Clear Sides, if, in all other respects, they are 
up to the requirements, and shall be classed as Standard. 

Sbo. 17. All the foregoing Regulations, and the require- 
ments as to the cut and packing of hog products, must be Justly 
and liberally construed, and no property shall be rejected or 
condemned on mere technicalities; but this shall not be regarded 
as giving license to departure from their general spirit and intent.

Sec. 22. Back Pork should be made from backs of hogs, 
after bellies have been taken off, cut into pieces of about six (6) 
pounds each, and in all other respects to be cut, sdected and 
packed in the same manner as Mess Pork. 

EXTBA. 8H0UL0EB POBK. 

Sbo. 23. Bxtra Shoulder Pork should be made from heavy 

trimmed shoulders, cut into three (3) pieces; the leg to be cut off 
dose to the breast, and in all other respects to be out, selected 
and packed in the same manner as Mess Pork. 

BXTBA CXBAB POBK. 

Sbo. 24. Extra Clear Pork should be made from the sides 
of extra heavy, well-fatted hogs, the backbone and ribs to be 
taken out, the number of pieces in each barrel not to exceed 
fourteen (14), and in all other respects to be cut» selected and 
padced in the same manner as Mesa Fork.

Standard Prime Steam Lard should be solely the 
product of the trimmings and other fat parts of hogs, rendered 
in tanks by the direct application of steam, and without subse- 
quent change in grain or character by the use of agitators or 
other machinery, except as sudi change may unaToidably ooom 
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from traniportatioin. It must haye proper color, flavor and 
BGondnefls for keeping, and no material which has been salted 
must be indnded.

Shall be mature, soimd, 
dry and sweet. It shall be northern grown. The maximun quantity 
of field, stack, storage or other damaged seed intermixed shall not 
exceed twelve and one-half (12J^ per cent. The minimum weight 
shall be fifty-one (51) pounds to the measured bushel of com- 
mercially pure seed. 

No. 1 Flax Sbbd. Shall be northern grown, sound, dry and 
free from mustiness, and carrying not more than twenty (20) per 
cent of immature or field, stack, storage or other damaged flax seed, 
and weighing not less than forty-nine (49) pounds to the measured 
bushel of commercially pure seed. 

No. 2 Flax Sbbd. Flax seed that is bin burnt, immature, 
field damaged or musty, and yet not to a degree to be unfit for 
storage, and having a test weight of not less than forty-seven (47) 
poimds to the measured bushel of commercially pure seed shall be 
No. 2 Flax Seed. 
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No QmADB Flax Sbsd. Flax seed that is damp, wann, mouldy, 
fire burnt, very musty or otherwise unfit for storage, or having a 
weight of less than forty-seven (47) pounds to the measured bushel 
of commerciaUy pure seed, shall be "No Grade.*' 

Sbo. 2. In sampling and inspecting flax seed received in 
cars in bulk, by railroad, a geared screw sampler shall be 
passed down through the seed at not less than seven points 
evenly distributed. At each point an equal quantify of seed 
shall be taken, aggregating three pounds, which shall be deemed 
an average sample of car-load. When car is inspected, cards 
in duplicate shall be written staling the result— the one tacked 
to grain door of car, the other attached to sample. Provided 
always, should the car be so unevenly loaded either as to the 
quality or impurity as to leave a doubt in the mind of the In- 
spector as to correctness of sample, he will not card the car, but 
note the fact and report to the consignee.

Sbo. 4. The inspection of flax seed from elevator or ware- 
house to lake transportation shall be made by passing a grain 
trier of suitable length through each draught after the seed 
has been elevated to shipping scale hopper to be weighed, and 
drawing therefrom at each filling of hof^per an equal quantity. 
From every ten samples so drawn an average sample of three 
pounds shall be taken. On completion of shipment from any 
elevator or warehouse, an equal quantity of flax seed taken 
from the accumulated three-pound samples, aggregating six 
pounds, shall be considered an average sample of shipment from 
that elevator or warehouse. 

Sbc. 6. The inspection of flax seed from elevator or ware- 
house to railroad transportation shall be made by drawing with 
grain trier samples from eight points equally distributed in car, 
and taking from eadi an equal amount, aggregating three 
pounds, which shall be considered an average sample. 

Sbo. 6. To test flax seed, one pound of average impurity 
and quality shall be taken from the sample to be tested, and the 
impurities or foreign matter therein shall be removed as near

cent, of impurity and weight per measured bushel of the com- 
mercially pure seed shall be determined by the use of proper 
testing scales.

ing of provisions represented by warehouse reoeipts shall be 
paid to the warehouseman by the party M-dering the same; 
provided in no case the expense of loading on teams be in excess 
of what the charge would be if loaded on cars. 

Sec. 20. The standard net weight for meats packed in boxes standard 
shall be between 476 and 526 poimds for each box, and in all 
settlements or deliveries of boxed meats an average of 600 pounds 
net per box shall be made the basis for settlement, and the ex- 
cess or shortage from said average shall be settled at the market 
value of the property delivered, at the time of its delivery. 
But in case of delivery the full number of packages contracted 
for must be delivered. 

Sbo. 21. Long clear sides shall not average less than forty-

Sbo. 23. A delivery of sweet pickled hams or shoulders shall 
be considered r^ular if they average not over two (2) pieces 
unsound per tierce, and a deduction of twtiity-five (26) per 
sent, on the price shall be made on the unsound.

REOULATIONS AS TO WAREHOUSES FOR STORAGE OF 
PROVISIONa 

Adopted by the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in pursuance of the foregoing rule. 

Firat. The place of storage shall be such only as is ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors, who shall consider its locati<m 
and facilities for handling, receiving and shipping this class of 
properly. 

Beoond. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall be in Unquestioned standing as to their financial responsi- 
bility and integrity. 

Third, The prc^rietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall agree to honestly and cordially ccHXperate with the sys- 
tem of registration as adopted by the Chamber of Commerce 
and furnish the Registrar all needed information to enable him 
to keep a correct record and account of all provisions in store 
in their respective places of storage; and shall report to him on 
the first day of each month the amount or quantity of pro- 
visions held in store by them respectively at the doee of busi- 
ness on the last day of the month next preceding, whether 
scud property is their own or held by them for account of others, 
and whether represented by outstanding warehouse receipts or 
otherwise; said report to be made on the iDext succeeding busi- 
ness day when the first day of the month falls upon a Sunday 
or a holiday. Said reports shall be made on a form of blank 
provided by the Registrar of Provisions, and shall be signed by 
the person, firm or corporation having such property in charge, 
and shall be sworn to either by the person so signing or some 
person in his or its employ having personal knowledge of the 
facts upon which the record is based. The property so reported 
shall be correctly embraced under the heads or descriptions pro- 
vided for in said form of blank. 

FourtK The Provision Registrar of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the City of Milwaukee shall appoint, at his discretion, 
a sufficient number of Deputy Registrars, subject to the i^ 
proval oi the Committee on Provision Inspeotioii, whose duty it 
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shall be to make daily written reports to the Regiitrar of all 
property found by them in store and represented by registered 
provision warehouse receipts, registered under the rules and 
regulations of the said Chamber of Commerce; such writtoi re- 
ports to accurately describe each and erery lot of provisions so 
represented, and to be submitted in such form and detail that 
an exact comparison may easily be made with each registered 
warehouse receipt, registered and issued as aforesaid; and in 
every instance to be based upon official and personal identification 
of the property described in said returns. 

Fifth. All such warehouse prc^rietors or managers shall 
promptly report to the said Begistrar, as the same shall come 
to their knowledge, any information touching the condition of 
any property held in store by them, under registered ware- 
house receipts, that will tend to impair its value, and which it 
may be important and proper should be known to the trade. 

Biwth, It shall be the duty of the Boardi of Directors priw 
to the first day of June in eacli year to inspect, or cause to be 
inspected all warehouses for the storage of provisions, the pro- 
prietors or managers of which shall apply to have the same 
declared ''r^ular" under the rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and no warehouse shall be declared a regular ware- 
house for the storage of provisions which shall not comply 
with the Rules of the Chamber of Commerce and these re- 
quirements, nor until the proprietors of such warehouse shall 
have filed a bond in the form and conditioned as provided in 
the Rulee of the Chamber of Commerce and in the amount 
fixed by the Board of Directors and such bond shall have 
been approved by the Board of Directors. Warehouse re- 
ceipts for provisions issued by warehouses so declared regular 
by the Board of Directors shall be regular for delivery on con- 
tracts under the Rulee of the Chamber of Commerce so long as 
the said warehouse shall continue to be a regular warehouse 
for the storage of provisions, but the term for which any 
warehouse is declared a regular warehouse for the storage of 
provisions to issue such receipts shall be limited to and ex- 
pire on the first day of June in each year. No receipts issued 
on provisions stored in any warehouse after that date shall be 
regular for delivery under the Rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce unless the warehouse upon which it has been issued has 
again been declared a regular warehouse by the Board of Di- 
rectors; but receipts for property in store in sudi warehouse 
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at that date ahall continue to be regular for such delivery eo 
long as the property remains intact in such warehouse. 

Application may be made after the first day of June in any 
year to have a warehouse declared regular, and the Board of 
Directors may declare such warehouse regular in accordance with 
and subject to the provisions of said rules and requirements. 

Bevenih. Any regular warehouse may, for good and suffi- 
cnent reasons, satisfactory to the Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, be declared no longer a regular ware- 
house for the storage of provisions under the rules of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, provided property already in store in such 
warehouse shall continue to be regular on delivery so long as 
it remains intact in such warehouse.

Duties of Pro- Sbotion 1. It shall be the du^ ol every warehouseman, 

prieton. corporation or firm operating a warehouse made and declared 

regular by the Board of Directors, with the approval of this 
Chamber oi Commerce, to receive for storage any grain or flax 
seed that may be tendered to said warehouse, in the usual man- 
ner in which such warehouses are accustomed to receive the 
^ same in the ordinary course of business, not making any die- 
crimination between persons seeking to avail themselves of such 
warehouse fadlitiee; such grain or flax seed in all cases to be 
inspected and graded by the duly authorised Inspector and to 
be stored with grain or flax seed of the same grade received at 
the same time, as near as may be as to the time of being re- 
ceived. In no case shall grain or flax seed of different grades 
be mixed together while in store, but if the owner or consignee 
so request, and the warehouseman consent thereto, his grain or 
flax seed of the same grade may be kepi in a bin by itself apart 
from that of the owners of other grain or flax seed, which bin 
shall thereupon be marked and known as a separate bin or 
special bin. If a warehouse receipt be issued for grain or flax 
seed so kept separate, it shall state on its face that it is in a 
special bin, and shall state the number of such bin, and no grain 
or flax seed shall be delivered from such warehouse unless it be 
inspected on the delivery thereof by the duly authorized In- 
spector of grain or flax seed. Nothing in this section shall be 
so construed as to require the receipt of grain or flax seed into 
any warehouse in which tllere is not sufficient room to acoom- 
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modate it or store it properly, or in cases where such ware- 
house is necessarily doeed. 

Sec. 2. The proprietors and managers of such warehouses 
shall he in unquestioned good financial standing and credit. 

Seo. 3. Such warehouses shall he so situated that they Bequirementt 
can he conveniently approached by yessels of ordinary draught, wi^luitiies' 
and by wagons. 

Seo. 4. They shall be provided with appliances for the 
convenient and expeditious receiving, handling and loading of 
grain in bulk, into vessels, cars and wagons. 

Seo. 6. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall honestly and cordially co-operate with such system of 
registration of warehouse receipts as may be established by 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Ck>mmerce, and' fur- 
nish to the Registrar all needed information to enable him 
to keep a correct record and account of all grain, together with Daily and 
the grade thereof, received itnd delivered by them daily, and of "^^ y^P^ 
that remaining in store at the dose of each week. 

Seo. 6. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall promptly, by ^e proper publication, advise the trade 
and the public of any damage to grain or flax seed held in orain beoom- 
store by them, whenever such damage shall occur to any ex- wfiiihisto]^ 
tent that will render them unwilling to purchase and with- 
draw from store, at their own cost, all such damaged grain. 

Seo. 7. The Board of Directors of this Chamber of Com- 
merce may, if it thinks advisable, require a duly authorized sororvision of 
Inspector to so supervise the storage and distribution of grain Warohouies. 
and fiax seed in any or all regular warehouses, that no dis- 
crimination or selection can be made in the quality or grade of 
grain or fiax seed, in the delivery of such grain or flax seed 
from common bins, but in delivering oat from such common 
bins the grain or flax seed that haa been longest in store shall 
be delivered. 

Sec. 8. The proprietors or managers of regular warehouses Requirementat 
shall be required to sell their regular contract grades of grain tJ^**^',2[JS' 
or flax seed stored in said regular warehouses, in the Milwau- 
kee market only, and shall not ship any grain or fiax seed on 
their own account from any regular warehouse of which they are 
proprietor or manager, except such grades as are denominated 
and understood to be off grade or undeaned grades, provided.

meroe may upon application grant to such warehouse proprie-

have been regular warehouses to that date, but which have not 
been declared regular for the succeeding year, shall be regular 
for delivery upon such contracts for six months after the said 
first day of August. But nothing herein shall prevent the Board 
of Directors from declaring any warehouse or the receipts there- 
of irregular at any time for violation of or non-compliance with 
the laws of this State or any of the rules of the Chamber of 
Commerce, or the regulations and requirements of the Board of 
Directors in behalf of such rules. Provided, That the Board of 
Directors shall have power, when in its judgment an emergency 
exists requiring more storage room than can be supplied by the 
regular elevator warehouses, to declare, subject to the approval

The proprietor or proprietors of every warehouse, made and 
declared regular for the storage of grain under the rules of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the Citj of Milwaukee, shall make 
a daily report to the Secretary of said Chamber of Commerce 
of the quantity and grade of each kind of grain received into 
and delivered out of such regular warehouse, respectively, dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours ending at the close of business of 
the preceding day, and a weddy report every Monday of the 
quantity and grade of each kind of grain, or ungraded grain, 
remaining in store in such r^^ular warehousb at the close 
of business on the last business day of the preceding wedL 
Said weekly report shall include all grain stored in said ware- 
house at the time specified, whether in special bins or other- 
wise. 

Such reports ehall be signed and certified to l^ the pro- 
prietor or proprietors of such warehouse, or by some person 
duly authorized to sign and certify to the same.

F1B8T. Samples to be arbitrated upon must be official sam- 
ples secured by the Inspection Department, and must be presented 
to the committee by 12:30 o'clock P. M., and if passed upon as 
prime, the committee will issue certificate of arbitration accordingly, 
which In all cases of delivery must accompany the invoice. 

ScooND. A charge of one dollar per car will be made for 
arbitration fees, which, in case the sample passes as prime, 
shall be paid jointly by the buyer and seller; and if said sample 
fails so to pass, the fee shall be paid by the party tendering the 
sample for arbitration. 

Thibd. The certificate shall hold good for delivery in case 
of both timothy and clover seed for the crop year, provided in 
all cases the identity of the seed so arbitrated upon has been 
preserved. 

All lots of seed to pass as prime must be of uni- 
form quality throughout and in sewed bags of merchantable 
quality.

Sixth. There shall be and is hereby established, subject 
to the foregoing regulations, a grade of clover seed to be known 
and designated as "Fancy Bulked and Redeaned Red Clover 

Seed Crop of " the blank to designate the year in which the 

seed was grown, consisting of seed of good color and sise and 
well recleaned, which, however, may contain a slightly larger 
proportion of native weeds than allowed in the contract grade 
of Prime Seed. 

Sbvkhth. It is hereby understood and agreed that tbm 
Chamber of Commerce of Milwaukee shall not be held liable 
for any deficiencies in quality or quantity of the seed arbi- 
trated upon and certified to by the committee.

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For the purchaae or sale and for the purchase and sale 
of property for immediate or fnture delivery, whether the con- 
tract for purchase or for sale be first made, as follows: 

On all kinds of grain in 1,000 and 6,000 bushel lots or mul- 
tiples thereof, i of 1 cent per bushel. 

On flax seed in 1,000 and 6,000 bushel lots or multiples there- 
of , i of 1 eent p^ bushel. 

On lard in 60 and 260 tierce lots or multiples thereof, 4 
cents per tierce. 

On mess pork in lots of 60 and 260 barrels or multiples 
thereof, 2^ cents per barrel. 

On D. 8. short ribs and D. 8. eistra short dears in lots of 
26,000 and 60,000 pounds or multiples thereof, 12) cents per 
thousand pounds. 

Provided, that in cases where property is bought or sold 
for future delivery by members of tiiis Association or by firms 
or corporations, all of the membera or executive officers of 
which firms or corporations are members of this Association, for 
account of members of any other duly organized conunerdal ex- 
change which may be approved by the Board of Directors of 
this Chamber of Commerce, or for the account of any firm, one 
of whose general partners is a member of such other duly or- 
ganized ccnnmercial exchange, or for a corporation one of whose 
executive officers is a member of such other duly organized com- 
mercial exchange, one-half of the above and foregoing minimum 
specified rates shall be charg^ and shall be the minimum rates

8eo. 2. Any member of this Association who, or whose

tors of a violation of the provisions of Section 1 of this Rule, 
or of any evasion thereof, l^ making rebates in prices, by rebat- 
ing the government tax, by furnishing a menU)er8hip in this 
Elxchange, by giving any bonus, gift, donation or otherwise, 
or by rendering any other service or concession whatsoever, or 
by nuUdng any contract or observing any contract already made, 
or by resorting to any method of accounting, or by paying or 
offering to pay any money or other consideration whatsoever, or 
Penalty for vio- by means of any other shift or device whatsoever, shall be ex- 
miiBion nUe! pelled from this Association, but the establishment of branch of- 
fices, or the employment of solicitors on fixed salary only, will 
not be considered a violation of this Rule, provided, that all 
business shall be conducted in the name ol the parent firm or 
member, and said firm or member shall be responsible to the 
customer in every transaction and also for the conduct of the 
employee. Free telegraphic communication shall not be con- 
sidered as a violation or evasion of this rule. 

All charges against any member of this Association for vio-

Between members of this Chamber of Commerce one-half of 
the foregoing rates of commission may be charged and shall be 
the minimum rates in such cases. To members of other duly 
organized commercial exchanges which may be approved by the 
Board of Directors of this Chamber ol Commeroe, one-half ol 
the established rates may be charged and shall be the minimum 
rates in such cases. 

Any meaher of the Chamber of Commerce who shall violate 
or seek to evade the provisions of this section shall be liable to 
the same punbhment upon conviction as provided in Section 2 
of Kule 82, and may be proeecuted in the mauiM* provided by 
that rule. 
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The following constructioiiB have been placed upon the Rules 
by the Board of Direoton: 

RULE 4. Section 27. 

"Rbsglvsd, That Section 27, of Rule 4, is construed by the 
Board of Directors as prohibiting what is commonly termed 'cross- 
trading,' or any transaction which is not consummated in the open 
market, or any transaction between members of the same firm, or 
officers of the same corporation, or employees thereof. 

In the opinion of the Board of Directors such transactions are 
not bona fide purchases or sales within the meaning of the rule." 
August 23, 1910. 

"Rbbolysd, That any member of the Association who enters 
into a transaction which is not a 'bona fide purchase and sale of 
property* shall be deemed by the Board €i Directors guilty €i un- 
mercantile conduct, as provided by Section 27 of Rule 4, and 

That it would not be considered a iKma fide purchase and sale 
of property' for members to become parties to so-called 'accommo- 
dation' trades, or any subterfuge having merely the appearance 
but not the intent of an actual purchase or sale, and, further 

That Section 27 €i Rule 4 would be considered to be violated 
by any practice of trading which is not carried on in the open 
market, the two parties to any transaction not being entirely inde- 
pendent id one another, and having an understanding or agreement 
by which either the one or the other is to buy or sell any property 
as a favor or an accommodation to any person whatsoever; and 
that it would also be contrary to the rule for any transaction to be 
made between members of the same firm, or officers of the same 
corporation or employees thereof. 

That 'cross-trading* in all its various forms shall be regarded 
as a violation €i Rule 4, Section 27, and, in fact, that it shall be 
declared that the rule intends that every transaction for future 
delivery shall be a genuine purchase or sale at such price as is 
established by an open competitive market, uninfluenced by arti- 
ficial values created by any of the foregoing forms of evadon of 
the rules.'* February 9, 1915. 
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RULE 11. SbctionIS. 

"Rbsolysd, That the Board of Directon coDstrues Secti<m 
13 of Rule 11 to mean that not only the grade but all the memo- 
randa and remarks noted by the Samplers and Inspectors on the 
sample tickets must in every instance be shown upon the cards 
(marked 'Official Sample') placed with the samples when offered 
for sale. 

That it is the opinion of the Board that all the information 
which the Inspection Department supplies in grading a car of grain 
is a part €i the official inspection, and as such must be displayed 
when the grain is offered on the market, together with the date 
on which the sample was taken by the Department/' March 9, 
1916. 

RULE 12. Sbctkom 2. 

"Section 2 of Rule 12 must be construed as providing that a 
notice for transfer of a membership shall be posted, subject to claims 
of members, up to the time that transfer is made, even though it 
be more than ten days." August 25, 1909. 

RULE 17. Sbction 1. 

"That when grain sold to arrive is unloaded oa Sunday or a 
holiday, the market value of the following business day shall be 
the bads of settlemen{ for any excess or deficiency over or under 
the quantity sold." March 15, 1910. 

RULE 32. Sbgtiom 6. 

"Tliat in any ease in which it becomes necessary to buy in 
grain to fill a sale to arrive, whether through failure of the sh^per 
to make shipment, or shipment is made and grain misses grade, 
or is not up to sample and is rejected by the buyer, under the nile 
one-half commission must be charged on grain so bou^t in." 
March 15, 1910. 

RULE 32, Sections 6, 8, 9. 

''The so-called 'Interest Rule' oonsbts of Sections 8 and 9 of 
Rule 32. In no other place in the rules of the Association is any 
provision made for the charging of interest on money advanced 
on grain. 

Section 6 of Rule 32 establishes certain minimum charges for 
'reeeiving and selling on arrival, to arrive, or for some future month's 
delivery' of grain, mill-stuffs, etc. 
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Section 8 provides that in addition to theee commission charges, 
interest shall be charged the shipper on advances made to him by 
the receiver from the date on which such advances are made to and 
including the date on which such consignments are unloaded, 
when the grain is sold for delivery within the switching limits of 
Milwaukee, but that if the grain is sold for delivery outside the 
switching limits of Milwaukee, the time for which the commission 
merchant may charge his shipper interest is limited to seven days 
from date of sale. 

Section 9 provides that not only on consignments, but abo 
purchases of grain, feed or seeds, when shipped from an outside 
point to Milwaukee or any common Milwaukee rate point, payment 
for which is to be made on the basis of weights at destination, 
interest shall be chaiged on any sum advanced by the receiver or 
purchaser thereof." October 13, 1910. 

RULE 32, Section 7. 

''That there is no violation of the rule governing commission 
charges involved in the method of passing a traveling representative 
a fraction of a cent per bushel on grain that he may procure for 
shipment to his employer. The shipper pays the full commission 
under the rules, receiving no concession or rebate whatever, and the 
solicitor is paid on a percentage instead of a fixed salary basis." 
October 4, 1909. 

''That a corporation located at an outside point, engaged in the 
business of shipping grain, which has no executive officer, a member 
of the Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce or' the Chicago Board of 
Trade, but one of whose executive officers elected and qualified 
since March Ist, 1906, is an officer of a company engaged in busi- 
ness on the floor of the Chamber of Commerce, is NOT entitled to 
have its business transacted at the minimum rate of commission, 
on the ground that the executive officer referred to is an active 
member of the Qiamber of Commerce." June 12, 1912. 

RULE 32, Section 11. 

"That the practice of paying for telephone and telegraph 
messages of shippers and buyers of grain at interior points by mem- 
bers of the Association is clearly a violation of the existing rules 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Section 11 of Rule 32 providing that 

members are prohibited from paying 'directly or indirectly* 

any money or other consideration of whatever nature, to any per- 
son, to procure or influence shipments or consignments of grain or 
seeds in any form." January 4, 1910. 
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"Rbsolyed, That it is the opinion of the Board of Directors 
that the expression, 'on the basis of Milwaukee markets' as used in 
Section 11 of Rule 32, means not only <m the basis of Milwaukee 
valiLea, but on the basis of Milwaukee terms, or in other words, on 
grain for shipment to the Ifilwaukee market." November 23, 
1911. 



The following resolution was adopted by the Chamber of 
Commerce October 14th, 1905, in conformity with the provisions 
of Section 9, of Rule 4: 

''ReaoLVBD, That on and after this date, no contracts of pur- 
chase or sale for future delivery shall be made prior to 9:00 A. M., 
and after 2:30 P. M., didly, except on Saturdays, and on Saturdays 
no contract of purchase or sale for future delivery shall be made 
prior to 9:00 A. M., or after 1:15 P. M. 
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
